Breeders’ Cup: the main event 

A n aspiration of the organizers of the Breeders’ Cup from the early years 
was that it become for Thoroughbred racing what the Super Bowl is for 
professional football and, in one important regard, it already has. 

The Super Bowl is the most important gathering of the year for the National 
Football League. No one can get tickets to the Super Bowl game (or the party) 
unless he or she is connected to the NFL, its sponsors, the television networks, 
their sponsors, or is a guest of these groups. The Breeders’ Cup has likewise be¬ 
come the Thoroughbred industry’s primary annual gathering place. 

In that respea, the event has far surpassed even the Kentucky Derby, having 
become the racing event of choice for leading breeders, owners, trainers and track 
executives from around the world. Every Breeders’ Cup Day crowd, whether in 
California, Florida, New York or Kentucky, was swelled by, and probably com¬ 
prised overwhelmingly of. Thoroughbred industry “insiders.” 

Even among regular fans who can’t travel to the event, the Breeders’ Cup has 
become the major racing day of the year. These fans, who also might properly be 
termed “insiders,” love the Breeders’ Cup and wager on it at record levels at 
tracks and off-track locations around the country. 

This is a positive and worthwhile achievement because such an event, if it is 
ever to be considered important by the general public, must first be deemed sig¬ 
nificant by those within its own industry. The betting interest and the industry’s 
attendance are proof that the Breeders’ Cup has filled an important need. 

Breeders’ Cup and television 

The Super Bowl’s other important achievement, of course, is that it became 
overnight the single most important football game of the year for the nation’s oc¬ 
casional fans. In fret, its television ratings have been so high (around 50) that ad¬ 
vertisers have paid millions to introduce campaigns, even products, by unveiling 
new commercials on the Super Bowl telecast. 

As a major television event, the Breeders’ Cup continues to be mired in the as¬ 
piration stage. The American public gives scant attention to the event, and occa¬ 
sional racing fans seem to prefer the Triple Crown. As a result, while television rat¬ 
ings for all horse races are low compared to team sports, those for the Breeders’ 
Cup are lower than for the Derby and Preakness. 

These television shortcomings cannot be blamed on Breeders’ Cup organizers 
or administrators, who have made it a wonderful affair. Much of the blame lies in 
the fret that, without the ability to wager, it is difficult for casual fans to develop 
any emotional interest in seven different Breeders’ Cup races. Team sports, on the 
other hand, have broad appeal in large part because of the frdle rooting interest 
created by dty or college identification. 

NBC, it seems to us, must share some of the blame for the low ratings. Given 
its 11-year experience curve, the network should have aired a more interesting 
and more effective telecast than the one produced at Churchill Downs in Novem¬ 
ber. The 1994 telecast was weak, at best, and provided little for new or casual

The ran£fe of on-camera talent was mixed. Tom Hammond is a smooth and talent¬ 
ed announcer who knows racing as well as almost anyone on any network. Others 
who deserve a continued, and, in some cases, expanded, role are Trevor Denman, 
Tom Durkin and Gregg McCarron. The others, without exception and regardless of 
function, could be replaced and improved upon. 

NBC’s reliance on ^^alkin£i heads^ is an anachronism. Why has every other televised 
sport, from golf to football, sought to minimize or eliminate camera shots of announc¬ 
ers talking into handheld microphones? Announcing over an action video shot is inter¬ 
esting, and tends to make viewers feel that the announcers are enjoying the action 
along with them. But “talking heads” are annoying and totally uninspired television. 

Trophy presentations to inarticulatey often unwillin£i and ton^ue-tiedy owners — 
whether of ball teams or race horses—are dje most a£ionizin£fly bonn£f moments in sports 
television. It is hard to imagine a more deadly conclusion to each World Series or Super 
Bowl than the locker room presentation of a trophy to the winning owner. To have 
seven such presentations on one telecast is seven times as deadly. There are other ways 
to massage the egos of governors and corporate ^nsors. 

A constant focus on pari-mutuel bettin£f odds is amateuridj and infective. Not only 
do viewers at home often not understand the jargon of wagering pools but, for anyone 
lacking access to a wagering window, a constant discussion of betting odds is annoy¬ 
ing. The challenge is to convey information about the relative abilities of the horses in 
each race and, whenever possible, something interesting about their personalities. An¬ 
nouncers use mutuel odds as a crutch. 

It was foolish to spend so much of the four-hour-plus telecast buildin^i up to a heart- 
warmin£f victory by Tabasco Cat. To be sure, the script line was Emmy-caliber all the 
way: a Breeders’ Cup comeback fc)r a rededicated Wayne Lukas, climaxed by a huge 
victory with the very horse that nearly killed son Jeff, who himself had made the event 
his first major outing. 

Unfortunately, when it became clear that Concern had gone from last to first, 
NBC’s crew seemed to know very litde about him. Amazingly, no one even men¬ 
tioned that the colt, his owner and breeder Bob Meyerhoff, or his trainer Dick Small 
had all come from Maryland. So much energy and focus had gone into creating the 
Lukas saga that the disappointment among the NBC crew and in the NBC trailer was 
practically printed on the screen. 

Finallyy in an effort to£[ive television viewers at home even a tiny little reason to prrfer 
one horse over another (a rootinjf interest)y it would have made sense for NBC to talk 
about ori^fins of these horses. Not all are from Kentucky, and Concern is a perfect exam¬ 
ple. Many are bom in other states (as was he), many are owned and/or trained by peo¬ 
ple in other states (as was he), and some, if not many, are by stallions who stand at stud 
in other states. 

In the 1994 Breeders’ Cup, there were 20 different starters that had a connection 
to the mid-Adantic region. There were also many from Florida, from California, from 
Europe, from New York, and from Canada. Incredibly, NBC, for the most part, never 
mentioned where these horses were from. Furthermore, even though it’s called the 
Breeders’ Cup, never mentioned are the breeders or the names of sires. Of seeming in¬ 
terest to the NBC aew were only the riders and the mutuel odds. 

It is always a treat to see Thoroughbred racing on national television and, undoubt¬ 
edly, some within the industry liked this telecast. But as a means of introducing new 
&ns to racing, or of providing an exciting and meaningful event for casual fens, we be¬ 
lieve it fell way short of what the Breeders’ Cup deserves.

Varying your market 
procedures (or extending 
your vending) 

There comes a time in the life of 
every horse factory owner when he 
thinks, “There must be an easier way 
to do this.” 

The manufacturing part is simple 
enough. Certain time-proven guide¬ 
lines are followed and, after about 47 
weeks, the raw product comes off the 
assembly line. 

With the passing of time, plus 
some molding and polishing, a possi¬ 
ble race horse is ready for selling. 

It’s the crazy market that causes 
the trouble. It sails upward gleefully, 
and a person hocks the farm to bene¬ 
fit by the surge. Then the balloon 
bursts, and the guy is sitting with a 
deadly 12 percent clutching at his 
throat. 

Economies cannot be effected in 
production, and wouldn’t help much 
anyway. The problem isn’t savin£f 
money, it’s^^m»^ money. 

It’s possible that merchandising 
being used in other industries might 
work for the horse former. 

He might benefit by being a copy 
cat. And then, on the other hand... 

The rebate 

Auto people think they can attract 
the stupid old public by offering 
“cash back.” 
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But when the numbers are added 
up, the buyer finds that “it comes off 
the sticker price.” That’s if the trans¬ 
action is completed at time of deliv¬ 
ery. Otherwise, the buyer will be pay¬ 
ing back the cash back over a term of 
years. 

But a person has to try new ideas. 
What helps with autos might work 
with horses. 

The arrangement is easily set up. 
At the sales, an attractive young lady 
will hand out cards announcing, “A 
ten percent rebate will be given on 
every lot sold by Foggy Fen Farm.” 
Unlike the auto deal, in this situation 
the buyer would get the money right 
away. 

Even if rebates aren’t actually of¬ 
fered, just thinking about them could 
be stimulating to the vendor’s 
morale. If a horse brings only 
$5,000, when the hoped-for figure 
was $15,000, the seller’s attitude 
could be: “I got my price all right; I 
simply gave the cheap slob a ten- 
grand rebate.” 

The bill-first method 

An outdoors magazine used an ap¬ 
proach that was brash enough to 
wangle a slow-thinking bass fisher¬ 
man into subscribing. 

The bill was for $9—50 percent 
less than 12 times the cover price. 


The accompanying message stated 
that the subscription would start as 
soon as the magazine got the money. 

The slow-thinking bass fisherman 
put his check in the mail right away. 

Some of the people who are in rac¬ 
ing (or would like to be) are just as 
nutty as those who lie about the fish 
they catch—or didn’t. 

A bill for $2,000 (start modesdy) 
should get attention. A magnificent 
sales pitch and a picture of a beautiful 
horse might get a reply. That shows 
interest, even if the two grand isn’t 
included. 

If it’s only curiosity, keep in mind 
that a lot of strange people would like 
to be horse owners. The follow-up 
letter should lay emphasis upon plea¬ 
sure and profit, and the feeling of ful¬ 
fillment found only in the winner’s 
circle. 

‘‘You are nominated” 

That’s another one used by a mag¬ 
azine. This gets attention, and the 
story continues on the envelope: 
“Official Designation Notice. You 
have been nominated to be an Inter¬ 
national Amigo of the Organization 
of American States.” 

When you get that kind of mes¬ 
sage, you wonder if any money goes 
with the nomination. So you get the 
facts. You don’t GET; you SEND. A 
specified amount of money will get 
you “Americas” for the next 12 
months, and you’ll be an “Interna¬ 
tional Amigo.” Boy, oh boy! 

It’s common knowledge that 
there are horse people walking 
around today who never have been 
nominated to anything. So forget the 
magazine, and keep the idea. 

The words on the envelope might 
say, “You’ve been nominated to be¬ 
come the proprietor of the World’s 
Most Beautiful Athlete.” The illustra¬ 
tion would show Alysheba winning at 
Churchill. The copy should mention 
lotsa dollah, and the joy of a Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup triumph. 

Always mention the high profits 
deriving from the business, and the 
possibility of becoming dirty rich in 
one afternoon. (Difficult as it may be 
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Green Willow stallions for 1995: 
Breed for speed, soundness and stannina

to believe, there are people on this 
planet who put profit above beauty 
and sentiment.) 

The voice does it 

Right in the middle of the pot 
roast, the phone rings. You know it’s 
either a wrong number or somebody 
selling something. So you snarl, 
“Yes.” 

The response to that is an ardor¬ 
raising voice, “Good evening Mister 
Jones (if that’s your name). This is 
Melanie of. . .” She mentions some 
company, but the words are drowned 
out by those molasses-flavored tones. 

You don’t know a Melanie, but 
you haven’t heard an ardor-raising 
voice in weeks, so you say “yes” 
again. 

Melanie suddenly becomes busi¬ 
nesslike with, “If your house is stucco 
or frame, our company can make it 
look like new.” 

Realizing that nothing ever will 
come of the relationship, you say, “It 
IS new.” 

Melanie says, “Thank you. Good 
bye.” All the warmth is gone out of 
her voice, and you’ll have to look 
elsewhere for any ardor raising. 

This routine must have some suc¬ 
cess, or companies wouldn’t continue 
to use it. The problem is to get the 
right voice and adapt it to the horse 
business. 

If Melanie is available, the project 
is oflFto a good start. Just give her the 
words. “Good morning. Mister Lu¬ 
cas. We noticed that you didn’t have 
a winner yesterday. I’m calling to 
help you get out of this slump.” 

(The alert reader will notice that 
this Lucas has a “c” in the middle in¬ 
stead of a “k.” This is a precautionary 
measure; the Lukas with a “k” proba¬ 
bly DID have a winner yesterday.) 

The syrupy voice goes on. “Mister 
Lucas, would you be interested in an 
unbeaten son of Alydar—at an af¬ 
fordable price.^” 

If Lucas “c” is as smart as Lukas 
“k”, he’ll say, “Who the hell wouldn’t 
be.>” 

Then, still using her honey voice, 
Melanie will explain that the animal 


isn’t EXACTLY a son of Alydar, but 
they have many common ancestors, 
such as Matchem, Herod and 
Eclipse. She’ll add that if the gelding 
wins his first time out, he’ll remain 
unbeaten. 

That’s a lot to get in before Mister 
Lucas (“c” or “k”) slams down the 
phone. Admittedly, real good sales¬ 
manship is required, in addition to 
the ardor-raising voice. Of course, 
anyone with an unbeaten son of Aly¬ 
dar won’t need Melanie to raise the 
prospect’s ardor. 

The auction by mail 

Selling to the highest bidder 
through the mail has been successful 
in some fields, including horse vend¬ 
ing. 

Sometimes sealed bids are asked 
for on the property of a deceased per¬ 
son, but it isn’t necessary to die. Usu¬ 
ally, with mail sales, the buyer is giv¬ 
en a bonus. This could be a set of tiny 
screw drivers, or a knife with 14 
things besides blades—something 
that one would use every hour of the 
day. 

As always, there must be a lovely 
brochure, with flattering pictures of 
the for-sale horses, and a paragraph 
about the special inducement. The 
gift must be a thing that will be trea¬ 
sured forever. 

A practical (and inexpensive) la- 
gniappe would be a service to your 
stallion, imported Bilious 11. Extend¬ 
ing this, a more liberal prize could go 
to anyone buying as many as three 
horses. GIVE him Bilious 11. 

Another idea would be to reward 
even the unsuccessful bidders. Exam¬ 
ple: Anyone who bids over $10,000 
on one of our horses—whether the 
successful bidder or not—will receive 
a T-shirt imprinted with the words, 
“I love Foggy Fen Farm.” That 
should bring ’em in. If it doesn’t, put 
the consignment in the earliest ven¬ 
due—without reserve. ❖

Mid-Atiantic region’s 
best Breeders’ Cup ever 


Concern and Tikkanen—both homebreds— 
won two biggest events on Breeders’ Cup day

I T WOULD BH AN EXAGGERATION TO SAY THAT NO ONE AT CHURCHILL 
Downs considered Robert E. MeyerhofPs Concern a legitimate con¬ 
tender in the $3-million Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, but there’s no 
denying that the smallish, late-running, Mar>^land-bred colt by Broad 
Brush went off at odds of 7.5 to 1, odds which, right after the race, suddenly 
struck many bettors as awfully generous. 
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Tikkanen (at far left in top photograph) lagged far behind in the early stages, 
while Dahlia’s Dreamer set the pace, and odds~on favorite Paradise Creek (fourth 
from right) raced a length or so behind the leader. Wearing the silks of the 3-year- 
old colt’s breeder George Strawbridge, Mike Smith rode Tikkanen to a major 
upset in the Breeders’ Cup program’s second-richest race, the $2-million Turf-Gl. 


Showing the same determination 
that made his sire one of the greatest 
Maryland-breds of all time, Concern 
moved six wide from last to first as he 
ran down Preakness and Belmont 
winner Tabasco Cat to win the 
sweetest purse in North America un¬ 
der veteran Jerry Bailey, who rode his 
third consecutive Classic winner. 

After finishing second or third in 
each of his last seven starts, Concern 
fittingly concluded his 3-year-old 


campaign by running the race of his 
life. 

Of course, only humans read past- 
performance charts and, according to 
his Maryland trainer Dickie Small, 
Concern believed he’d won every 
race in which he ended up close. As 
in a game of head-start tag, he’d al¬ 
ways caught the leaders. 

The winner of the second-richest 
race on the card, the $2-million 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl, was Tikka¬ 


nen, another unheralded entry from 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Concern and Tikkanen, winners of 
two races worth $5 million together, 
not only were both 3-year-old home¬ 
bred colts from the Mid-Adantic, but 
also ran very similar races. Each was 
running last in his 14-horse field after 
the first half-mile, and each had to 
catch and pass a popular favorite to 
win. 

Tikkanen set a new course record 
(2:26%) in the mile and a half event, 
shaving two and two-fifth seconds off 
the previous mark. 

Concern’s victory, as noted, came 
at the expense of Tabasco Cat, whose 
sdrring classic victories followed a 
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George Strawbridge: 
a man for all (racing) seasons

T oo OFTEN, THE PHRASE “RE- 
naissance man” is used 
lightly, if not trivially. The 
expression rightly should be re¬ 
served for such rare individuals as 
George Strawbridge Jr., who pos¬ 
sesses all the necessary attributes. 
Although not widely known. Straw- 
bridge’s accomplishments are vast. 

Personally, he is most proud of 
his scholarship. A graduate of Trini¬ 
ty College, he holds a PhD in Latin 
American history from the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania and has taught 
at the college level. He remains an 
adjunct professor at Widener Uni¬ 
versity in suburban Philadelphia. 

A member of the board of direc¬ 
tors of Campbell Soup Co.—in 
which he inherited a substantial 
amount of stock—he is also in¬ 
volved in several other businesses, 
and is an owner of the Buffalo 
Sabres professional hockey team. 

He will always be known, of 
course, for his horsemanship. 
Steeplechasing has been his pas¬ 
sion. He served as president and 
chairman of the National Steeple¬ 
chase Association and now is its 
chairman emeritus. He also has 
been a member of The Jockey Club 
since 1976. 

At 57, he is not as active as he 
once was, but in his prime the tall, 
lithe horseman could ride with the 
best amateurs and professionals. At 
steeplechase meets in the 1970s 


and ’80s, he often would put on 
the distinctive green and white silks 
of his Augustin Stables and wear 
them to victory in jump races. In 
that way, he participated directly in 
Augustin’s enormous success in the 
world of steeplechase racing. 

With top novices Irish Approach 
and T. V. Gold carrying the Au¬ 
gustin colors, Strawbridge’s stable 
was the NSA’s leading owner in 
1994—its 16th annual champi¬ 
onship in 21 years. Quietly, which 
is George Strawbridge’s way, Au¬ 
gustin in 1994 passed $4 million in 
total purse earnings over the 28 
years that he has been involved in 
jump racing. Augustin’s earnings, 
$4,039,709, now are more than 
double the sport’s second-leading 
owner of all time, Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps. 

The stable has sent one horse. 
Cafe Prince, into the Hall of Fame, 
and Jonathan Sheppard’s success 
with Augustin’s horses also has 
earned the trainer a place in the Na¬ 
tional Museum of Racing and Hall 
of Fame in Saratoga Springs. 

Strawbridge lives in Cochran- 
ville. Pa., just west of Unionville 
hunt country and not far from Der¬ 
ry Meeting Farm, Marshall Jenney’s 
operation where many of Straw- 
bridge’s horses are raised. 

His horses are bred for the flat, 
but if they don’t succeed there, 
they are given a chance at a career 



over jumps. Some of his horses race 
overseas, particularly when their 
breeding indicates they want grass. 
One of his best was Selkirk, a two- 
time champion miler in England. 

Strawbridge watched everything 
come together on November 5: 
First, Irish Approach and his 
younger half-sister Alice Springs 
competed almost simultaneously in 
two parts of the country—Irish 
Approach winning the U.S. Cham¬ 
pionship Supreme Hurdle at Col¬ 
umbus, Ga., and Alice Springs fin¬ 
ishing fifth behind Barathea in the 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl. 

An hour later, Strawbridge’s 
Tikkanen (named for National 
Hockey League player Esa Tikka¬ 
nen) won the $2 million Breeders’ 
Cup Turf, upsetting heavy favorite 
Paradise Creek. 

It was, said Strawbridge, his 
greatest thrill in racing. ❖

stable area accident in which he near¬ 
ly killed trainer D. Wayne Lukas’s son 
and assistant Jeff. Many were moved 
by the happy fact that the Breeders’ 
Cup was the first major event to be 
witnessed by Jeff Lukas since the ac¬ 
cident. 

In Tikkanen’s case, the third-place 
finisher was the seemingly invincible 
Paradise Creek, a leading candidate 
for honors as 1994 turf champion. 
Indeed, the same crowd that was hop- 
in£f Tabasco Cat would win was ex- 
pectinpf Paradise Creek to win. These 
two Mid-Atlantic colts were “spoil¬ 
ers.” 

Both Concern and Tikkanen came 
with the right credentials, though. 
Concern—now the second all-time 
leading Maryland-bred money-earn¬ 
er, next to Broad Brush—is one of 
ten homebred stakes winners to rep¬ 
resent Bob Meyerhoff in 1994. For 
more information on Meyerhoffs 
breeding operation, see Lucy Acton’s 
profile on page 24 of this issue. 

Tikkanen, who launched his career 
in France, where he won the 1994 
Prix GrefFulhe-G2, finished fifth in 
last year’s Irish Derby-Gl. He led up 
to the Breeders’ Cup with a victory in 
his first attempt on U.S. ground—the 
Turf Classic-Gl on October 8 at Bel¬ 
mont Park. 

Bred and owned by prominent 
horseman George Strawbridge, of 
Cochranville, Pa., Tikkanen (named 
for hockey player Esa Tikkanen) is a 
three-quarter brother to Straw- 
bridge’s homebred champion Tur- 
geon. 

Like Turgeon (by Caro-Ire), who 
was a top stayer in France and Ire¬ 
land, Tikkanen (by Caro’s son 
Cozzene) is out of the French-bred 
stakes winner Reiko (by Targowice), 
whom Strawbridge bought following 
her racing career. 

Reiko is a year-round boarder at 
Marshall Jenney’s Derry Meeting 
Farm in Cochranville, Pa.—birth¬ 
place of Tikkanen and Turgeon.

What turned out to be a successful 
day for this region was also a big day 
for Breeders’ Cup Limited and 
Churchill Downs, as an event-record 
crowd of 71,671 on a pleasant fall 
day at the Downs watched the live 
action and wagered $11,536,657, 
while national wagering on the seven 
races totaled $84 million. 

The Mid-Atlantic region was rep¬ 
resented by far more than its two 
most successful luminaries. In addi¬ 


tion to Concern, Tikkanen and Clas- 
sic-Gl runner-up Tabasco Cat, who 
is co-owned and bred by David P. 
Reynolds, of Richmond, Va., there 
were at least 17 other starters in the 
seven races with strong ties to the 
Mid-Adantic region: 

♦ Paradise Creek, humbled but 
not disgraced in his first try at the 
mile and a half distance, “just never 
relaxed,” according to his trainer Bill 
Mott. 


The Virginia-bred runner pressed 
the lead throughout the early stages 
and took command before the mile 
marker, then succumbed to finish a 
length and a half behind runner-up 
Hatoof, who was separated from the 
winner by a similar margin. 

An impressive winner of Laurel 
Park’s Washington, D.C., Interna- 
donal-Gl in his last oudng before the 
Breeders’ Cup, Paradise Creek races 
for Masayuki Nishiyama, who pur- 
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chased the now-6-year-old son of 
Irish River (Fr)—North of Eden (Ire) 
by Northfields privately last February 
from breeders Bert and Diana Fire¬ 
stone. 

Paradise Creek’s agenda had been 
mapped out well in advance: follow¬ 
ing the Breeders’ Cup he went on to 
compete in the Japan Cup-Gl at 
Tokyo race course. Unfortunately, he 
failed to bring home the big prize 
there, also, losing by the slightest 
bob of a nose to Japanese contender 
Marvelous Crown. 

Those recent disappointments are 
not likely to dim Paradise Creek’s 
chance for the turf championship. 
But horse of the year honors—once 
considered a possibility—are proba¬ 
bly out of reach for the horse who 
won eight of his 11 starts in 1994, all 
on the turf 

Paradise Creek not only went for 
the green—he delivered it. The 
$690,676 he earned with his second 
place finish in the Japan Cup boosted 
his 1994 earnings to $2,426,547. 

The leading Mid-Atlantic-bred 
money-earner of all time—as well as 
the first runner bred in this region to 
surpass the $3 million mark—Par¬ 
adise Creek has retired to stud in 
Japan after amassing a lifetime total 
of$3,378,189. 

4 ^ Also exceeding expectations on 
Breeders’ Cup Day was Unfinished 
Symph, a Maryland-bred son of for¬ 
mer Maryland stallion Aloha Pros¬ 
pector, who led until the final fur¬ 
long, when he gave way grudgingly 
to finish third (beaten slightly more 
than three lengths) behind Barathea 
(Ire) and Johann Quatz (Fr) in the 
Mile-Gl. 

A longshot entry, part of the bet¬ 
ting field. Unfinished Symph was 
simply living up to his recent form. 
He had, after all, finished first or sec¬ 
ond in each of his last six starts, all 
stakes, five of them graded, on the 
turf in California. 

Unfinished Symph won the Cine¬ 
ma and Will Rogers Handicaps (both 
Grade 3) at Hollywood Park last May 
and June. 


The colt was bred by Stanley I. 
Joselson, a longtime horseman from 
Bala Cynwydd, Pa., who briefly 
leased Dr. William Wright’s former 
Labadie Mill Farm in Chesapeake 
City, Md. Joselson, in the process of 
retiring from the horse business, sold 
Unfinished Symph privately to a Cali¬ 
fornia-based partnership. 

4 Soul of the Matter, the super- 
accomplished West Virginia-bred son 
of Maryland stallion Private Terms, 
carried the hopes of many local 
horsepeople on his near-black shoul¬ 
ders in the Breeders’ Cup Classic-GI. 

His performance, unfortunately, 
brought back memories of last year’s 
Kentucky Derby, the only other oc¬ 
casion on which Burt Bacharach’s 
homebred has failed to finish in the 
money. This time, in his second trip 
over the Churchill Downs track, he 
was a solid fourth, slightly more than 
three lengths behind Concern, 
Tabasco Cat and Dramatic Gold. 

But the 1994 Super Derby-GI 
winner suffered a recurrence of the 
foot problems—quarter cracks—that 
have plagued him throughout his ca¬ 
reer, and is expected to be out of 
competition until February, when he 
could make a return in the Strub 
Handicap-GI. 

His $168,000 share of the purse 
in the Classic boosted Soul of the 
Matter’s lifetime earnings to 
$851,750. 

4 In the last three years, Tikka- 
nen’s owner George Strawbridge has 
started three horses—all homebreds 
—in the Breeders’ Cup, and picked 
up checks with each one. 

Strawbridge’s filly Alice Springs, 
one of only three fillies in the 14- 
horse field for the 1994 Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl, finished fifth, slightly 
more than five lengths behind victo¬ 
rious Barathea (Ire). 

Alice Springs, who won two Grade 
2 stakes in 1994—the Matchmaker 
and, in her most recent start. Laurel 
Park’s All Along—was sired by the 
late Val de I’Orne (Fr), who made his 
stud career in Virginia and Maryland. 

Strawbridge’s other Breeders’ Cup 
contestant, champion Selkirk, fin¬ 


ished fifth in the 1992 Breeders’ Cup 
Mile-Gl. 

4 With a huge move at the top of 
the stretch, Lilly Capote seemed 
ready to swoop down and take it all 
in the Juvenile Fillies-Gl. 

But the Virginia-bred eventually 
settled for fifth, five and a half lengths 
behind her winning stablemate Flan¬ 
ders. 

Lilly Capote was bred by Audley 
Farm, a privately-owned commercial 
breeding establishment managed by 
Jill Gordon-Moore, in Berryville, Va. 

4 Timber Country’s victory in the 
Juvenile-Gl gave yet another boost 
to the good Maryland stallion Allen’s 
Prospect, who stands at Country Life 
Farm near Bel Air. 

The Breeders’ Cup winner is out 
of Fall Aspen (by Pretense), a half-sis¬ 
ter to Allen’s Prospect. 

4 Virginia-breds Honor the Hero 
(by Hero’s Honor) and Prenup (by 
Maryland-based Smarten) gained a 
footnote in history as the first half¬ 
siblings to compete against each oth¬ 
er in the Breeders’ Cup. 

Honor the Hero, taken immedi¬ 
ately to the front, faded to finish sev¬ 
enth, while Prenup was next-to-last 
in the field of 14. 

Both colts were bred in Virginia 
by Edward P. Evans, from the out¬ 
standing broodmare Homewrecker 
(by Buckaroo), who is the dam of 
one additional stakes winner, Capi- 
talimprovement (by Dixieland Band).

earnings of $578,757.

Bob MeyerhofTs 

formula 

How a time-tested practice 
led to broad-based success 

by Lucy Acton 


C oncern’s victory in the Breeders’ Cup Classic-G1 is the 
latest feat for the man who is arguably the most successful 
Maryland horse breeder of all time. 

Within the span of a decade, Robert E. Meyerhoff, whose 
mares routinely foal at his Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix, Md., has campaigned 18 
homebred stakes winners, including multiple Grade 1 stakes winner Broad 


To measure the impact of Meyer- 
hofPs breeding operation, one need 
look no further than the list of all- 
time leading Maryland-bred money 
winners. Of the top five, three were 
bred and raced by Meyerhoff: num’ 
her i. Broad Brush ($2,656,793); 
number 2, Concern ($2,567,450); 
number 5, Valley Crossing 
($1,616,490).

But other statistics make the point 
almost as well: From 1983 through 
1992, Meyerhoff is listed as the 
breeder of 115 foals, 96 starters, 82 
winners and 38 stakes performers, 
whose earnings add up to more than 
$13 million. 

What’s his secret? Has Meyerhoff 
truly discovered some formula for 
breeding good horses? 

Actually, Meyerhoff doubts that 
such a thing exists. “Consider the 
number of chromosomes and genes 
—the possible combinations are end¬ 
less,” he says. “So much of it is 
chance.” 

On the other hand, being in the 
horse business without some kind of 
game plan would be “like throwing 
darts, which is no fun,” says the long¬ 
time horseman, smiling like the cat 
who ate the canary—or, better yet, a 
whole aviary full of them. Although 
he has tried, and discarded, various 
modern systems aimed at improving 
the odds, Meyerhoff stakes his faith 
in one of the oldest practices of all. 
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The Meyerhoff method is called—in- 
breeding. 

‘‘Back in the 1800s, when people 
couldn’t transport their horses far 
away to be bred, they had to do it. 
And there were a lot of good horses 
bred that way,” he says. “If it worked 
for them, I figured I might be able to 
do the same thing.” 

Broad Brush, the horse closely 
linked with most of MeyerhofTs rac¬ 
ing achievements, was the product of 
highly deliberate inbreeding, as Mey- 
erhoff explains. His breeding pro¬ 
gram actually started with Broad 
Brush’s dam Hay Batcher, says Mey¬ 
erhoff, summarizing a 30-year ven¬ 
ture that led up to the 1994 Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup. 

Bob Meyerhoff and his brother 
Harry Meyerhoff (the latter would 
gain fame as owner of 1979 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby/Preakness winner Spec¬ 
tacular Bid) established a racing sta¬ 
ble in partnership in 1963. “Back 
then, I had no interest in breeding— 
it was strictly racing,” says Meyerhoff. 
His focus started to change in 1973, 
however, when he and his wife Jane 
moved from Baltimore city about 20 
miles north to their present home on 
300-acre Fitzhugh Farm. “We raised 
Angus cattle here in the beginning,” 
he says, “with the idea that we would 
eventually breed and raise horses.” 

It was then that the Meyerhoff 
brothers dissolved their horse part¬ 
nership, and took separate routes. 
“My plan was to buy well-bred year¬ 
ling fillies, and race them,” says Bob 
Meyerhoff. “I looked for the kind 
who, even if they were failures on the 
race track, had strong potential as 
broodmares.” 

Hay Patcher, a foal of 1973 from 
the first crop of champion Hoist the 
Flag, filled that bill. “She was an ex¬ 
pensive purchase for me at that 
time,” says Meyerhoff, who bought 
Hay Patcher from the Warnerton 
Farm consignment at the Keeneland 
July sale. “Seventy-thousand dollars! 
Up to then, the most I’d ever spent 
on a horse was about $25,000. It was 
way above the average ($53,489) at 
that sale.”

Broad Brush’s pedigree bears a strong resemblance to that of Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner Spectacular Bid, who raced for Robert E. 
MeyerhofTs brother Harry. Both horses are inbred 3x3 on the dam’s side. 


Hay Patcher comes from a female 
family that has proven itself both on 
the race track and in the breeding 
shed. Her dam Turn to Talent (by 
*Turn-to) won the Pageant Handi¬ 
cap and Blue Hen Stakes; and her 
granddam Hidden Talent (by Dark 
Star) captured the Kentucky Oaks 
and Ashland Stakes. Hidden Talent, 
through her stakes-winning daughter 
Too Bald (by Bald Eagle) is the 
granddam of champion Capote and 
millionaire Exceller. 

Less accomplished than either of 
her two immediate forebears, Hay 
Patcher won one minor stakes (the 
New Castle at Delaware Park), placed 
second in another (the Polly Drum¬ 
mond) and was also third in the Grade 
2 Cotillion Stakes during her career 
that included five victories from 14 
starts, and earnings of $47,224. 

For her first few seasons as a 
broodmare, Meyerhoff charted no 
special course. ‘T bred her to good, 
medium-priced stallions,” he says. 

The results were solid, but unspec¬ 
tacular. 

Hay Patcher’s first foal, a 1979 fil¬ 
ly named Strawpatch (by Raise a Na¬ 
tive) was unraced; Meyerhoft'sold her 
as a broodmare after she produced 
several undistinguished foals. 

With Hay Patcher’s second foal, 
Homme de Paille (a colt of 1980 by 
Vaguely Noble-GB), Meyerhoff had 
a brief fling as a commercial breeder. 
‘T wasn’t really into breeding my 
own horses to race; I bred that colt 
along the same lines as Exceller—a 
grass horse, who liked to go a dis¬ 
tance—especially to sell,” he said. 
With the achievements of 11-time 
Grade/Group 1-winner Exceller (by 
Vaguely Noble-GB) fresh in people’s 
minds, Homme de Paille brought 
$170,000 as a yearling at Keeneland; 
he went on to place in group stakes in 
France. 

After that came Hey Majesty, an 
’82 Majestic Light filly who carried 
MeyerhofTs colors to a second-place 
finish in the 1985 Harbor Place 
Stakes. 

Then in 1982, Meyerhoff took off 
on a quest. He wanted Hay Patcher’s 
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next foal to be a product of inbreed¬ 
ing. And not just inbred—but fol¬ 
lowing a specific pattern: 3x3, on the 
dam’s side (which also, not coinci¬ 
dentally, is precisely similar to the 
pedigree of Spectacular Bid, who is 
inbred 3x3 to To Market). 

After “checking every stallion on 
The Blood-Horse list,” Meyerhoff 
found his ideal candidate: Ack Ack, a 
son of Battle Joined and the *Turn- 
to mare Fast Turn. 

In fact, Ack Ack offered every¬ 
thing Meyerhoff had been hoping to 
find, and more. Not only would the 
resulting foal be inbred to top race 
horse and sire *Turn-to, but the 
bloodlines were also intertwined in 
other ways. Ack Ack’s second dam 
Cherokee Rose (by *Princequillo) 
was a full sister to How, the second 
dam of Hoist the Flag’s sire Tom 
Rolfe. And the price was bargain. De¬ 
spite an outstanding racing career 
during which he earned two champi¬ 
onships and horse of the year honors 
in 1971, Ack Ack was not enjoying 
great success as a commercial stud; 
his fee, at the peak of the early ’80s 
breeding boom, was only $25,000. 

Broad Brush, the product of that 
mating, justified all of MeyerhofPs ef¬ 


forts. The first Maryland-bred to 
break the $2 million mark in earn¬ 
ings, MeyerhofPs rugged and fa¬ 
mously temperamental homebred ac¬ 
counted for 24 wins and placings in 
27 starts. He won 12 stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Wood Memorial, Meadow- 
lands Cup, and Suburban and Santa 
Anita Handicaps (all Grade Is); and 
placed third in both the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. Broad Brush’s 
career also marked the beginning of 
MeyerhofPs fruitful association with 
trainer Richard W. (Dickie) Small, 
who has trained all of his subsequent 
runners. 

Had Meyerhoff found a magic 
combination? Maybe. But certainly 
nothing that could be put down on 
paper. 

The year after foaling Broad 
Brush, Hay Patcher produced Hay 
Halo (by Halo), who won four 
stakes, including the Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship, placed in five 
others, and earned $233,993. Hay 
Halo is now at stud at Green Willow 
Farms in Westminster, Md. 

Then, for 1987, Meyerhoff bred 
Hay Patcher back to Ack Ack. The 
result was Miss Sib—Broad Brush’s 
full sister, who was “worthless as a 


race horse. She didn’t have any par¬ 
ticular problems; she was just too 
slow to race,” Meyerhoff observes, 
with the humility of a seasoned 
horseman. “You see the same thing 
all the time—in human families, as 
well as race horses. 

“Broad Brush, like so many of his 
sons and daughters, was an over¬ 
achiever. What makes someone want 
to achieve? What gives a horse that 
desire to win?” muses Meyerhoff. 
“That’s the key to breeding.” 

Meyerhoff doesn’t discount the 
possibility there may be a single gene 
responsible for that trait. “If there is a 
gene that causes multiple sclerosis, 
why couldn’t there be a gene that 
gives a race horse the will to win? 
There must be some genetic reason,” 
says Meyerhoff, who admits he “used 
to laugh at breeders who talked 
about going back six or seven genera¬ 
tions in a horse’s pedigree.” Upon 


No fewer than three of the top five 
Maryland-bred money-earners began 
life at Robert MeyerhofPs 300-acre 
Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix, Md., 
where horses stay outside year-round, 
running freely over the hiUy terrain.

more thought, he has changed his 
view. 

‘‘l^ok at the mathematics: the sire 
and dam each contribute 50 percent 
of the genetic makeup; the grandsires 
and granddams, 25 percent; and so 
forth. It doesn’t take long to get back 
to the ancestors who contributed 
about one percent. But why couldn’t 
a ‘will to win’ gene be contained in 
that one percent? I read an article not 
long ago that traced a lot of out¬ 
standing race horses back to a mare 
named Pocahontas, who lived 100 
years ago. This wasn’t the Pocahon¬ 
tas who is Broad Brush’s fourth dam, 
but another mare by the same name. 
Broad Brush is related to her, too. So 
maybe she was the secret to his suc¬ 
cess. 

“Breeding the best to the best and 
hoping for the best is still the basic 
rule. But there are so many genetic 
‘freaks’—good horses who come out 
of nowhere—that you can’t overlook 


the potential genetic influence of 
some distant ancestor. 

“Also we don’t know how much 
of the end result is genetic, and how 
much is environmental. Whether or 
not a horse is a great race horse has a 
lot to do with the way he is raised,” 
continues Meyerhoflf, explaining how 
he has come to be a firm believer in 
the value of pasture-raising. Fitzhugh 
Farm, with its hilly terrain, is not a 
picture postcard kind of place. But 
their home turf may be an imponant 
factor in the success of the Meyerhoflf 
homebreds: “Our horses get tough¬ 
ened up by running up and down 
these hills,” Meyerhoff says. “They’re 
used to changing leads and bumping 
each other around. 

“When I first started breeding and 
raising horses, it was still accepted 
practice that horses were brought in¬ 
to the barn every night; in the sum¬ 
mer, they stayed in during the day 
and went out at night. Now our 
horses are outside in the pastures. 


with sheds, 24 hours a day, 12 
months a year. They’re never in the 
barn unless they’re sick, and they 
hardly ever get sick. It seems to be 
the way nature intended horses to 
live. 

“Environment, heredity and luck 
are all very important. Whether or 
not a horse turns out to be a good 
race horse doesn’t just depend on 
one of these things or another: in life, 
as in business, a lot of different things 
come together to make up the pack¬ 
age. 

“People say that I made Broad 
Brush a successful sire. I didn’t make 
Broad Brush. Broad Brush made 
Broad Brush,” Meyerhoflf concludes. 

Still, when Broad Brush went to 
stud in 1988, at Gainesway Farm in 
Kentucky, Meyerhoflf did his best not 
leave the future success of the stallion 
to luck. He sold 22 shares in Broad 
Brush, and kept 18. “The people 
who bought shares were in the busi¬ 
ness of racing, rather than commer¬ 
cial breeding, so I knew they 
wouldn’t be sending him a lot of top- 
notch mares,” Meyerhoflf explains. 

To offer Broad Brush the best 
possible opportunity at stud, Meyer- 
hoff went out and bought a group of 
top-class young mares. The Fitzhugh 
Farm broodmare band rapidly ex¬ 
panded in 1987 and ’88, with about 
15 mares added to the two or three 
Meyerhoflf already owned. 

For the first four years of Broad 
Brush’s stud career, Meyerhoflf raised 
plenty of eyebrows by shipping off 
every single one of his broodmares 
(except for Broad Brush’s dam and 
sisters) for breeding to his young stal¬ 
lion. 

“People said it was ridiculous to 
put all my eggs in one basket,” says 
Meyerhoflf, who counters with, “The 
way I looked at it: Broad Brush was a 
good race horse who hadn’t gotten 
all the credit he deserved. I didn’t 
know whether he’d be a good sire, 
but I’d rather try with him and fail, 
than not try at all. If he didn’t work 
out as a sire, I wouldn’t be embar¬ 
rassed, and I wasn’t looking for glory, 
either. 
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“Never did I expect that Broad 
Brush would some day be the leading 
sire in the country (his standing after 
Concern’s victory in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic).” Through November 
27, Broad Brush had 1994 progeny 
earnings of $5,072,811, putting him 
more than $300,000 ahead of his 
next-closest rival Storm Cat. 

Meyerhoff, of course, participates 
in the largesse. Broad Brush has so far 
sired 18 stakes winners, 11 of whom 
were bred by Meyerhoff. More than 
half of Broad Brush’s 1994 sire earn¬ 
ings were supplied by Concern, who 
amassed $2,541,670 during the sea¬ 
son. 

Thanks primarily to Broad Brush, 
Meyerhoff was the nation’s second 
leading owner in 1994, with stable 
earnings of $3,816,328 (through 
November 20). 

What were the criteria Meyerhoff 
used in purchasing mares for his cur¬ 
rent breeding program .> Almost all of 
the mares he bought were stakes win¬ 
ners and two, including Fara’s Team 
(best known now as the dam of Con¬ 
cern), had been successful in Grade 1 
competition. “More than great blood¬ 
lines, 1 looked for young mares with 
outstanding racing ability,” says 
Meyerhoff. 

Several of the mares who won him 
over as an owner were Grade 1 
stakes-placed. “Those seconds and 
thirds can be just as impressive as a 
win,” says Meyerhoff. “You have to 
look at who they ran against.” 

A prime example is Dynamic Star 
(by Silent Screen), who finished sec¬ 
ond to Lotka (defeating Life At the 
Top) in the Acorn Stakes-Gl and to 
Life At the Top in the Mother Goose 
Stakes-Gl. Meyerhoff bought Dy¬ 
namic Star (in foal to Deputy Minis¬ 
ter) for $200,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland November sale. Even be¬ 
fore being mated to Broad Brush, 
that mare proved an excellent value. 
Dynamic Star’s 1989 Deputy Minis¬ 
ter filly—Star Minister—won seven 
stakes, including the Grade 2 Cotil¬ 
lion Handicap, for Meyerhoff. A 
Maryland-bred champion. Star Min¬ 


ister retired with earnings of 
$458,650. 

Fara’s Team (by Tunerup) was 
among MeyerhofPs most expensive 
broodmare purchases, but was not 
necessarily the most promising. 
When Meyerhoff bought her as a 3- 
year-old for $300,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland November sale, she was 
still recuperating from a serious ill¬ 
ness. “She’s a small mare anyway, and 
back then she was skinny as a rail,” 
says Meyerhoff. “Dickie Small said 
she looked like she was getting ready 
to die.” But Tom Bowman (the not¬ 
ed reproductive veterinarian who is 
Meyerhoff s advisor on all broodmare 
purchases) gave his o.k. 

Winner of the Grade 1 Test Stakes 
and Prioress-G2, Fara’s Team placed 
in eight additional stakes (including a 
second in the Grade 1 Fantasy) and 
earned $360,515. Her record as a 
broodmare is as superb as can be 
found anywhere. From two foals of 
racing age, she has produced two 
graded stakes winners. The first. Ten¬ 
nis Lady (a 1990 filly by Broad 
Brush) has to her credit three stakes 
wins, including the 1993 Martha 
Washington Stakes-G3, and has 
earned $280,407. Tennis Lady was 
champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
filly of 1993. 

Then came Concern, a “little 
horse,” in the words of his breeder 
“who tries his hardest every single 
time.” Until the Breeders’ Cup, Con¬ 
cern—who finished in the money in 
each and every one of his 14 starts, at 
ten different tracks, in 1994—was 
best known for his near-misses. After 
winning the Arkansas Derby-G2 last 
spring, he placed second or third in 
seven graded stakes, his most spectac¬ 
ular efforts being second-place finish¬ 
es to Holy Bull in the Travers Stakes- 
Gl and Soul of the Matter in the 
Super Derby-Gl. 

MeyerhofPs gritty Concern is the 
first Maryland-bred ever to win $2 
million in a single season of racing, as 
well as the first Maryland-bred run¬ 
ner to pass the $2 million mark as a 
3-year-old. 


Fara’s Team, just turned 10 and 
now in robust health at Fitzhugh 
Farm, could continue making her 
mark for years to come. The mare has 
no current 3-year-old, having re¬ 
sorbed her 1992 Forty Niner foal, 
but she has a 1993 Miswaki colt, 
named Unconcern; a 1994 Broad 
Brush filly; and is in foal for 1995 to 
Broad Brush. 

Asked about what one does for an 
encore after sending a homebred out 
to win the richest Thoroughbred race 
in the country, Meyerhoff says he 
started out without specific goals, 
and has none now “except to do the 
best 1 can.” 

His broodmare band, which he 
tries to limit to 20, includes Hay 
Patcher and five of her daughters. As 
trainer Dickie Small often remarked 
of Broad Brush, Hay Patcher is “no 
ordinary horse.” The now-22-year- 
old mare is still in active production. 
Due to foal in March to Opening 
Verse (after failing to conceive to the 
cover of Carnivalay for 1994, and 
producing a stillborn foal by Private 
Account in 1993), Hay Patcher is the 
only one of MeyerhofPs mares ex¬ 
pected to foal away from Fitzhugh 
Farm in 1995. Because she had com¬ 
plications (placenta previa) with her 
last two births, she was moved to Dr. 
Tom Bowman’s Dance Forth Farm 
in Chestertown, Md., to await this 
year’s delivery. 

“Hay Patcher knows she’s special, 
because she is special and we’ve treat¬ 
ed her that way,” says Meyerhoff. 
“She likes to follow a certain, set rou¬ 
tine—her pasture, her special stall. 
When they tried to put her in a stall 
at the Bowmans’ farm, she threw a 
fit. So they keep her out in the field 
all the time, and they’re going to let 
her foal out there.” 

Meyerhoff has high hopes for Hay 
Batcher’s latest foal. Retrospective, a 
filly by Easy Goer who broke her 
maiden impressively in her third start 
at 2 last fall at Laurel, and is now hav¬ 
ing some time off for bucked shins. 

Meanwhile, other members of the 
family are contributing to the legacy. 
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Broad Brush’s half-sister Hay High (a 
foal of 1986 by Highland Blade) is 
the dam of MeyerhofFs 1994 stakes 
winner Higher Strata ($144,066, 
Mister Diz S, 2nd Ben Cohen S, 
etc.). 

In 1992, Meyerhoff briefly aban¬ 
doned his practice of breeding all his 
mares to Broad Brush. Consequent¬ 
ly, he has only three Broad Brush 2- 
year-olds, all of whom are fillies. But 
most of his mares went to Broad 
Brush in ’93 and ’94 and will do so in 
’95. 

One broodmare who, sadly, won’t 
be making the trip to Kentucky is 
Chic and Sassy, the dam of Meyer- 
hofTs other “big” horse Valley 
Crossing. The daughter of His 
Majesty—Native Splendor by Raise a 
Native was only 12 years old when 
she slipped on the ice last winter and 
fractured her pelvis; despite sophisti¬ 
cated veterinary efforts, she could not 
be saved. 

Meyerhoff bought Chic and Sassy 
as a yearling at the 1983 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Kentucky July sale for $130,000, 
and raced her before retiring her to 
his broodmare band. “She was a frus¬ 
trating race horse, in a sense,” he re¬ 
calls. “She’d almost get there, but 
not quite; she had a lots of seconds.” 
Chic and Sassy raced for three sea¬ 
sons, winning or placing in 22 of 36 
starts, and earning $76,669. 

For her first mating, in 1987, 
Meyerhoff selected the stallion Pri¬ 
vate Account. “1 didn’t have Broad 
Brush (at stud) then,” he observes. 
“And I’d always liked Private Ac¬ 
count. 1 liked his looks, and 1 noticed 
that the best runners by Private Ac¬ 
count—such as Personal Flag and 
Personal Ensign—were bred from 
mares from the *Ribot line.” Chic 
and Sassy’s sire. His Majesty, is a son 
of *Ribot. 

Valley Crossing, a foal of 1988 by 
Private Account—Chic and Sassy, 
ranked among the top handicap 
horses in the nation in 1992, ’93 and 
’94, with the high point of his career 
being a victory in the 1993 Iselin 
Handicap-Gl. 


Maryland-bred horse of the year in 
1993, Valley Crossing enters stud 
this season at the Boniface family’s 
Bonita Farm in Darlington, Md. 

With 21 horses still in training (all 
homebreds), Meyerhoff recently 
added to his stock. Last fall he made 
his first auction purchases since 1988: 
a yearling (now 2-year-old) colt by 
Miswaki—Powder Break by Trans¬ 
world, bought for $55,000 at the 
Keeneland September sale; two 
weanling (now yearling) colts, by 
Broad Brush—Hot Milk by Restless 
Native for $70,000; and by Unbri¬ 
dled—She’s a Mystery by Bold Dun- 
Cee for $47,000 at the Keeneland 
November sale; and one broodmare. 

The broodmare is llleria (by Stop 
the Music), a $350,000 purchase at 
the Keeneland November sale. A 
graded stakes winner of $392,691, 8- 
year-old llleria (who is out of graded 
stakes winner Baldski’s Holiday, by 
Baldski) is carrying her first foal, by 
Affirmed. 

For Meyerhoff, this mare from the 
*Turn-to line presents the possibility 
of another adventure in inbreeding. 
A foal by Broad Brush—llleria would 
be inbred 4x4x4 to *Turn-to, notes 
Meyerhoff. Plus, as a bonus. Hidden 
Talent (granddam of both Baldski 
and Hay Patcher) would appear on 
both sides of the foal’s pedigree. 

When selecting horses to buy at 
auction, Meyerhoff comes up with a 
list of candidates, based on pedigree. 
Race record remains the single most 
important consideration—“1 won’t 
buy a yearling who isn’t out of a 
good race mare,” says Meyerhoff, 
and in this area he relies on his own 
analysis, using basic information. 
Printouts, faxed to him by Blood¬ 
stock Research, are his tools of trade. 

After Meyerhoff has chosen his 
prospects, Dickie Small and Tom 
Bowman perform the physical inspec¬ 
tions, and help him make the final 
judgments. 

But in the final analysis, of course, 
“it’s all up to chance,” says Meyer¬ 
hoff. ❖

Appeal could delay 
building of Virginia track 

An appeal underway by unsuccessful 
Virginia racing license applicant James J. 
Wilson could slow down, if not halt, con¬ 
struction of Colonial Downs, the state’s 
first race track, which is scheduled to 
open in January, 1996. 

Wilson, whose Virginia Jockey Club, 
Inc., had proposed a track in northern 
Prince William County, has filed an ap¬ 
peal with the Circuit Court in Richmond. 

Ground was broken for Colonial 
Downs, in New Kent County, on Octo¬ 
ber 13, the day after the Virginia Racing 
Commission announced the awarding of 
a track license to the ownership group 
headed by Arnold Stansley. Stansley and 
Laurel Park/Pimlico president Joe De 
Francis plan to establish a Maryland/Vir¬ 
ginia racing circuit, with the Maryland 
tracks managing the 102-day live Thor¬ 
oughbred race meeting in Virginia. 


The appeal is not expected to affect 
short-term plans for the $40.3 million fa¬ 
cility. Site-work will continue, as will 
planning of the off-track betting network. 

But legal wrangling, if it goes on and 
on, will “set back everything,” Stansley 
said. “It’s a shame for the state, the in¬ 
dustry, and the people who’ve waited a 
long time for horse racing.” 

DNA-typing put on hold 

The Jockey Club’s plan to begin using 
DNA-typing for parentage verification 
has hit a major snag. 

“We’re ‘on hold’ with the whole 
DNA situation,” said Jim Peden, director 
of communications for The Jockey Club. 
“The scale-up from the lab bench to the 
production line is having more problems 
than expected. It’s improbable that we’ll 
have DNA-typing for the 1995 foal crop. 
We’re taking it one step at a time. 

“The science is there. It is just the pro¬ 
duction process that is lacking,” Peden 
explained. “So we are going to sit and 
wait until the equipment is developed 
that can be adapted.” 

The established system of blood test¬ 
ing will continue indefinitely, while ef¬ 
forts are made to overcome the problems. 

Sea Hero retired 

Sea Hero, whose triumphs in the 
1993 Kentucky Derby-G1 and Travers 
Stakes-G1 were a crowning glory in the 
long and distinguished careers of own¬ 
er/breeder Paul Mellon and trainer Mack 
Miller, has retired to stud at Lane’s End 
Farm in Kentucky. 

Runner-up for an Eclipse award as the 
nation’s champion 3-year-old colt. Sea 

Sea Hero, who carried Paul Mellon’s 
colors to victory in the 1993 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and Travers Stakes-Gl, 
retired with earnings of $2,929,869. 



Hero (Polish Navy—Glowing Tribute by 
Graustark) won six of 24 starts and 
earned $2,929,869 under Mellon’s 
Rokeby Farm silks. The Virginia-bred’s 
other victories included the Champagne 
Stakes-Gl. 

Colonial Affair’s career ends 

Colonial Affair, hero of the 1993 Bel¬ 
mont Stakes-Gl, suffered career-ending 
injuries in a stall accident on October 22. 
He will enter stud this season at 
Gainesway Farm in Kentucky. 

The Centennial Farms colorbearer 
went out on a high note, winning the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl on October 
8, in what was to be his final start. That 
victory over Devil His Due established 
him as a strong candidate for honors as 
the season’s champion older horse. Earli¬ 
er in 1994 the son of Pleasant Colony— 
Snuggle by Nijinsky II won the Grade 1 
Whitney and Grade 2 Excelsior Handi¬ 
caps. 

Foaled and raised at his breeder Her- 
men Greenberg’s Rutledge Farm, in 
Middleburg, Va., Colonial Affair was pur¬ 
chased by Donald V. Little’s Centennial 
Farms partnership for $100,000 at the 
1991 Saratoga Yearling sale. He won or 
placed in 14 of 20 career starts, earning 
$1,635,228. 

Drug-use legislation passes 

Veterinarians will have more flexibility 
in prescribing medications, under an 
amendment to the Food, Drug and Cos¬ 
metic Act passed unanimously late in the 
1994 fall session of Congress. 

The amendment will allow veterinari¬ 
ans to use drugs proven effective in one 
species to treat another species.

Disney Company gives up 
plans for theme park in Virginia 

The Walt Disney Company’s plans to 
build a history theme park in Prince 
William County—near the center of 
northern Virginia’s Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing industry^—have been scrapped, to the 
relief of many local horsemen. 

Although industry groups did not of¬ 
fer formal opposition, horsemen gave 
strong support to an environmental 
group that campaigned against the proj¬ 
ect.

A high achiever by any standard — 
ranking second on the all-time earn¬ 
ings list behind Victorian Hill—^Warm 
Spell secured the 1994 leading stee¬ 
plechaser award with three major vic¬ 
tories, in the $100,000 Robinson- 
Humphrey/Coca-Cola Atlanta Cup, 
the $50,000 A.P. Smithwick Memori¬ 
al, and the $150,000 Breeders’ Cup 
Grand National.

Afternoon Deelites—another 
West Virginia-bred sensation 

A horse like Soul of the Matter 
doesn’t come along every year. 

Or does he? 

Afternoon Deelites, a colt with re¬ 
markably similar background to the 1994 
Super Derby-Gl winner, was dazzling in 
his first two starts in California. 

“I was shocked with the turn of foot 
he gave me,” said jockey Kent Des- 
ormeaux, who was aboard Afternoon 
Deelites for the colt’s commanding victo¬ 
ry in the Hollywood Prevue Breeders’ 
Cup S-G3 on November 13. 

Desormeaux had eased up on After¬ 
noon Deelites by the time they crossed 
the wire—still, he won by three lengths in 
1:20y5 for seven furlongs, setting a new 
stakes record and missing by only two- 
fifths of a second the track record held by 
top older sprinter Memo (Chi). 

Displaying rare professionalism, espe¬ 
cially for a 2-year-old, Afternoon Deelites 
won each of his races in impressive times. 
He ran six furlongs in l:08y5 to beat a 
strong maiden field in his debut at Santa 
Anita’s Oak Tree meeting on October 
23. 

By Soul of the Matter’s sire Private 
Terms, Afternoon Deelites—like Soul of 
the Matter—is owned and bred by musi¬ 
cal composer Burt Bacharach. Trained by 
Richard Mandella, he has followed exact¬ 
ly the same path trod by all-time great 
West Virginia-bred Soul of the Matter, 
having been foaled and raised at Suzanne 
and Vinnie Moscarelli’s Country Roads 
Farm, in Charles Town, W.Va. 

Both Afternoon Deelites and Soul of 
the Matter are descendants of Bacha- 
rach’s foundation mare Loyal Ruler (by 
* Gallant Man). Afternoon Deelites’s dam 
Intimate Girl (by Medaille d’Or) is out of 
a half-sister to lean tell (by Tell), whose 
daughter Soul Light (by T. V. Commer¬ 
cial) produced Soul of the Matter. 

Maryland-bred wins 
Grade INYRA Mile 

Jockey Jerry Bailey summed up the sit¬ 
uation after Cigar’s triumph in the Grade 
1 NYRA Mile on November 26 at Aque¬ 
duct. “Cigar really smoked them,” said 
the rider. 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen Paulson’s home¬ 
bred took command at the quarter pole 
and won by seven lengths, proving 
“much the best” over a field that includ- 
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ed handicap star Devil His Due (who fin¬ 
ished second, while carrying 124 pounds 
to Cigar’s 111) and 1993 champion 
handicap horse Bertrando. Punch Line, a 
Virginia-bred, gave an excellent account 
of himself, placing third in the field of 12, 
in which Bertrando beat two horses. 

Cigar, a foal of 1990, was born at the 
Pons family’s County Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., when his dam Solar Slew (by 
Seattle Slew) was sent there to be bred to 
Corridor Key (in whom nationally promi¬ 
nent owner Allen Paulson owns a 25 per¬ 
cent interest). The Grade 1 stakes winner 
is among the first horses to foal in Mary¬ 
land for Paulson, who also owns a 25 per¬ 
cent interest in Country Life stallion Al¬ 
len’s Prospect. 

Cigar has been a “runnin’ fool” in the 
words of Ted Carr, manager of Paulson’s 
Brookside Farm in Kentucky, since being 
switched from turf to dirt last fall. At 3, 
the son of turf star Palace Music was 
launched on a grass racing career by 
Paulson’s California trainers. He placed 
in graded stakes, but was not a major- 
league success. Given a long rest after his 
llth-place finish in the Hollywood Der¬ 
by (on the turf). Cigar returned last sea¬ 
son under the care of New York-based 
trainer Bill Mott. 

After the colt turned in several more 
lackluster performances, Mott tried Cigar 
on the dirt. The result was an eight- 
length allowance victory, followed by the 
triumph in the NYRA Mile. 

That race boosted Cigar’s career total 
to four wins in 15 career starts, and earn¬ 
ings of $270,013. “He could be a serious 
handicap horse for us in 1995,” predicted 
Carr. 

Laurel’s Turf Festival 
showcases Paradise Creek 

Mid-Adantic-breds swept three of the 
four features in Laurel Park’s Internation¬ 
al Turf Festival on October 15 and 16, 
with the undisputed star of the show be¬ 
ing 1994 turf champion pro tern Paradise 
Creek. 

Dispatched as the overwhelming, 1-5 
favorite in the Washington, D.C., Inter¬ 
national, Virginia-bred Paradise Creek 
drew off to a five and a half-length victo¬ 
ry, covering the mile and a quarter in 
1:59%, a new stakes record for that dis¬ 
tance. 

A surprise hero in the International 
was Redcall, who led throughout the ear¬ 
ly stages, setting a fast pace—three-quar¬ 
ters in LlOys—and held on by a game. 


razor-thin margin over third-place finish¬ 
er Beneficial (GB). Described as a “little 
old country horse” by his breeder C. 
Oliver Goldsmith, Maryland-bred Red- 
call was invited to the International fol¬ 
lowing his victory in Pimlico’s (Septem¬ 
ber 17) Damascus Handicap. By 
Goldsmith’s home stallion Acallade, he is 
out of the Tequillo mare Red Lamp, 
whose pedigree stretches back three gen¬ 
erations at Goldsmith’s Longwood Farm 
in Glenwood, Md. 

Another well-established breeder, 
George Strawbridge, of Unionville, Pa., 
took center stage in the All Along Stakes- 
G2, as Alice Springs blazed to a two and a 
half-length triumph in stakes record time 
of 1:47% for the mile and an eighth. It 
was the third stakes win of the season for 
the Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Val de 
I’Orne (Fr), who also captured the 1994 
Matchmaker Stakes-G2. 

And from the formidable stable of 
Marylander Stuart S. Janney III came 
Governor’s Cup winner Warning Glance, 
a Caveat colt who was gaining his second 
rich stakes victory in 16 days, having just 
won the Maryland Bancorp Maryland 
Turf, on Maryland Million Day. 

Meyerhoff’s rising stars: 

Special Broad and Broad Smile 

As if owncr/breeder Robert E. Mey- 
erhoff weren’t already making enough 
news (see accompanying articles), two of 
his homebred fillies—Special Broad and 
Broad Smile—won 2-year-old stakes in 
November. 

Only three days after Concern’s score 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, Special 
Broad played copycat—big-time—in the 
Grade 3 Tempted Stakes at Aqueduct. 

The Broad Brush filly trained by 
Richard W. Small narrowly defeated Car- 
son Creek (owned by William T. Young 
and trained by D. Wayne Lukas) to take 
victory over a strong field. 

It was the first stakes win for Special 
Broad, who was runner-up to Stormy 
Blues in the Selima Stakes-G3. Meyerhoff 
bred Special Broad from the Mr. Prospec¬ 
tor mare Special Strike, a $155,000 pur¬ 
chase at the 1987 Keeneland November 
sale. Special Broad has finished first or 
second in each of her five starts, earning 
$111,240. 

Broad Smile, also by Broad Brush, an¬ 
nexed the Pontalba Stakes on November 
27 at Fair Grounds. Broad Smile is out of 
Grade 1 stakes winner Wings of Jove (by 
Northern Jove), whom Meyerhoff pur¬ 


chased (in foal to Alleged) for $300,000 
at the 1988 Keeneland November sale. 
Broad Smile, who hasn’t finished off the 
board in her five starts to date, has earned 
$41,750. 

Broad Brush’s half-sister 
breaks maiden at Laurel 

The aptly-named filly Retrospective, a 
half-sister to $2.6-million earner Broad 
Brush, scored by three lengths over ten 
juvenile rivals in a seven-furlong maiden 
special on October 13 at Laurel Park. It 
was the third start for the daughter of 
Easy Goer—Hay Patcher by Hoist the 
Flag, who races for breeder Robert E. 
Meyerhoff. 

Keswick-bred wins Group 3 
stakes in Ireland 

Jahid added his name to the long list 
of outstanding runners bred by Peggy 
Augustus’s Keswick Stables, capturing 
the Group 3 Leopardstown Stakes at 
Leopardstown, Ireland, on October 31. 

Sold at the 1993 Saratoga Yearling 
sale for $200,000, Jahid (Diesis-GB— 
Hot Topic by The Minstrel) is a half- 
brother to multiple graded stakes winner 
Topicount ($607,618). 

Owned by Sheikh Hamdan bin Rashid 
al Maktoum, Virginia-bred Jahid placed 
in two other stakes in Ireland earlier in his 
2-year-old season. 

Asserche: from $8,500 claimer 
to graded stakes winner 

Asserche’s victory in the Grade 3 Lau¬ 
rel Turf Cup was a signal achievement for 
John V. Alecci, a Baltimore-based build¬ 
ing contractor who owns—and trains— 
one of the most active claiming stables in 
his native Maryland. 

Asserche was still a maiden when Alec¬ 
ci claimed him for $8,500 in February, 
1991, at Laurel. Since then the now-7- 
year-old gelding by Assert (Ire) has won 
seven stakes, placed in four others, and 
equaled the mile and three-quarter track 
record at Laurel. 

The Laurel Turf Cup, which Asserche 
captured by a nose over Dinner in Rio, 
was his first graded stakes win.

Pledge was sold at the Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky July Select Yearling sale for 
$25,000. He launched his career for 
owner Fahd Salman in England, where as 
a 2-year-old he placed third in the Dew- 
hurst Stakes-Gl; earlier last season Firm 
Pledge finished second in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Handicap-G3. In 19 lifetime starts 


he has won or placed 12 times, earning 
$203,733. 

Brilliant Brass’s full brother: 
He’s Got Gall 

He’s Got Gall, a full brother to 1992 
Maryland-bred horse of the year Brilliant 
Brass, is off to a promising start. 

The chestnut son of Marine Brass— 
Brilliant Lady by Brilliant Protege won a 
maiden special in his second start as a 2- 
year-old, on November 15 at Laurel, and 
came back to score by five and a half 
lengths in allowance company on Decem¬ 
ber 3. Owned by Hermen Greenberg, 
who purchased him for $39,500 at the 
1993 Horsemen’s Bloodstock yearling 
sale at Laurel, He’s Got Gall is trained by 
Carlos Garcia, who also conditioned 
$767,051 -earner Brilliant Brass. 


Man’s Hero’s stakes debut 
brings graded victory 

Four-year-old Man’s Hero was mak¬ 
ing his first added-money attempt when 
he cruised to a three-length victory over 
favorite Itaka in Aqueduct’s Grade 3 
Sport Page Handicap on October 30. 

A Virginia-bred who campaigns for his 
breeder Philip DiLeo, Man’s Hero 
(Hero’s Honor—Blushing Madame by 
Blushing Groom-Fr) boosted his earn¬ 
ings to $134,625, with his fiftii victory in 
11 career starts. 

Lilly Capote: Audley Farm’s 
latest graded stakes winner 

Audley Farm in Berryville, Va., was 
well represented in 1994 by Lilly Capote, 
who won two stakes as well as finishing a 
solid fiftii in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-Gl. 

Lilly Capote (by Capote—London Lil 
by London Company) was sold for 
$110,000 at the 1993 Saratoga Yearling 
sale and resold for $250,000 at the 1994 
Barretts March Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing sale. 

The D. Wayne Lukas trainee, who car¬ 
ries the colors of owner James C. Spence, 
became a graded stakes winner with her 
victory in the Golden Rod Stakes-G3 on 
November 26 at Churchill Downs, in 
which she dominated her rivals, scoring 
by five and a half lengths. It was an affir¬ 
mation of the talent Lilly Capote had 
shown while finishing less than six 
lengths behind her stablemate Flanders in 
the Breeders’ Cup, as well as with a ten- 
length triumph in the Indian Summer 
Stakes at Keeneland on October 12. 

With three wins and one third in six 
career starts, Lilly Capote has earned 
$165,460. 

Miss Union Avenue defeats 
colts in graded stakes 

It takes a special kind of filly to win a 
graded stakes competition against colts, 
especially as a 2-year-old. 

Miss Union Avenue, who campaigns 
for Triumviri Stable (a partnership head¬ 
ed by the filly’s trainer Stanley Hough), 
performed that feat in the Sheraton 
Young America Stakcs-G3 at Meadow- 
lands on October 28, scoring by a neck 
over Green Means Go and Mane Ingredi¬ 
ent while giving three pounds to the run¬ 
ner-up. 

That race was among three victories in 
five starts, all on the turf, for the daughter 
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of Steinlen (GB)—Top Line (Fr) by Top 
Villc, who has earned $108,551. 

Like Lilly Capote (see preceding 
write-up), Miss Union Avenue was bred 
by Audley Farm in Berryville, Va., and 
sold at the Saratoga Yearling sale. Miss 
Union Avenue was purchased by Tri¬ 
umviri at that sale for $45,000. 

She scored by more than four lengths 
in her debut at Belmont on July 3, and 
came back to win the Junior Champion 
Stakes at Monmouth on September 3. 
After the Young America, Miss Union 
Avenue returned to finish second (to Bail 
Out Becky) in Hollywood Park’s 
$200,000 Miesque Stakes. 

Foxie G: a crafty investment 

Buy a runty yearling as a favor for a 
friend, and watch him develop into a five¬ 
time stakes winner at 3. That sounds like 
something that only happens in novels, 
but it’s a real-life experience for Phil Ca- 
puano. 

Capuano, a longtime horseman from 
Upper Marlboro, Md., who is the father 
of Maryland-based trainers Dale and Gary 
Capuano, had to be talked into buying 
Foxie G. “1 already had plenty of year¬ 
lings—but the price was so low, I figured 
what does it matter if we have one 
more?” he says. 

Never did Capuano expect that the 
Maryland-bred Horatius gelding—a late 
foal who developed more slowly than the 
Capuanos’ other youngsters—would be¬ 
come one of the stars of son Dale Ca- 
puano’s highly successful stable. 

Foxie G scored his fourth added-mon- 
ey victory of the season when he rallied to 
a close victory over Dixie Power as 9-5 fa¬ 
vorite in Laurel’s Knocklofty Stakes on 
October 14. 

A consistent performer who finished 
in the money in ten of his 13 1994 starts, 
all stakes, Foxie G has earned a grand to¬ 
tal of $162,869. In the USAir Maryland 
Sprint Handicap on Maryland Million 
Day, Foxie G finished within six lengths 
of winner Prenup, who was coming back 
from a victory in the Grade 1 Jerome 
Handicap. Not bad for a gelding who was 
risked for a $11,500 claiming tag while 
breaking his maiden as a 2-year-old. 

Capuano attempted to sell Foxie G at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Mixed sale in 
December, but the gelding failed to meet 
his reserve, and was bought back by Ca¬ 
puano for $48,000. Six days after the auc¬ 
tion, Foxie G won Laurel’s December 11 
Snow King Stakes, a race worth $19,410 
to the winner. 


West Virginia-bred fillies 
star in Tri-State Futurity 

Fillies won both divisions of the Tri- 
State Futurity on October 22 at Charles 
Town. Charles Town’s second richest 
event (next to the Breeders Classics), the 
1994 Tri-State Futurity distributed a to¬ 
tal of $58,576 in purse money. The event 
is restricted to 2-year-olds nominated pri¬ 
or to birth and foaled in West Virginia, 
Virginia or Maryland. 

Romping to a five-length victory in 
the second division was Theodore 
Shapiro’s homebred Evil’s Pic. It was the 
third victory in a row for the daughter of 
Piccolino—Evil’s Sister by Medieval 
Man, who had registered by 17 lengths in 
Delaware Park’s Everget Stakes on Octo¬ 
ber 1, her last time out. 

Evil’s Pic covered the seven furlongs 
in 1:27^5, one and four-fifths seconds 
faster than the winner of the first division, 
Canby Road. Bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
James A. Johnson and owned by Robert 
C. Lee, Canby Road (Comical Clown— 
Farce by Mighty Appealing) was also get¬ 
ting her third victory, and second stakes 
win, having captured the AmTote/ 
GTECH Breeders Classic on September 
9. 

Prospector’s Fuel repeats 
Million form 

Prospector’s Fuel, heroine of the Bal¬ 
timore Orioles Maryland Lassie on Mary¬ 
land Million Day, lived up to her red-hot 
reputation, scoring as odds-on favorite in 
Laurel’s Heavenly Cause Stakes on No¬ 
vember 13. 

One of the most talked-about fillies in 
Maryland in recent years. Prospector’s 
Fuel—a half-sister to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Flaming Emperor—was purchased by 
her trainer Bill Donovan for $22,000 at 
the 1993 Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall sale. 
Donovan offered the daughter of Allen’s 
Prospect for sale at the Fasig-Tipton 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale last May, 
and bought her back for a newly-orga¬ 
nized group of owners. At $80,000, 
Prospector’s Fuel was the most expensive 
horse to go through the auction ring at 
that sale. 

Prospector’s Fuel campaigns for 
Colossal Stable, a group that includes 
Baltimore Orioles owner Peter Angelos. 
Winning or placing in each of her five 
starts, she has earned $107,150. Prospec¬ 
tor’s Fuel was bred by the late R. 
Richards Rolapp, longtime president of 
the American Horse Council, who also 


bred (but did not race) Flaming Emperor 
(by Hail Emperor). 

Following Rolapp’s death. Fuel to 
Burn (by Northern Native), dam of 
Prospector’s Fuel and Flaming Emperor, 
was consigned to the 1993 Fasig-Tipton 
December Mixed sale. The mare, who 
has had eight other foals to race, seven 
winners, was 20 years old and barren at 
that time. She was purchased for $2,500 
by Ronald Mather, of Buckfield Farm in 
Fallston, Md. Mather reports that Fuel to 
Burn is in fine health, and in foal for 1995 
to Allen’s Prospect.

Meadowlands purses rise 

Meadowlands issued three purse in¬ 
creases during its 1994 meeting that end¬ 
ed December 10. 

Purses were raised an average of 10 
percent on September 26, boosted 8 per¬ 
cent on October 18, and increased by 
$1,000 for all overnight events (except 
for overnight stakes, which had a $5,000 
increase) on November 22. 

Track management attributes the up¬ 
surge to full-card simulcasting and the 
quality of the live racing program. 

Penn National to expand OTW 

Penn National Gaming, Inc., the 
owner/operator of Penn National race 
track, has received approval from the 
Pennsylvania State Horse Racing Com¬ 
mission for a new off-track wagering facil¬ 
ity in Manchester Township near York, 
Pa. 

The company also announced that it 
intends to file an application for a fourth 
OTW facility near Lancaster, Pa. 

The York facility, expected to begin 
operation next spring, will be Penn Na¬ 
tional’s third OTW center. Penn current¬ 
ly operates OTW facilities in Reading and 
Chambersburg, Pa. 

Peter M. Carlino, chief executive offi¬ 
cer of Penn National, commented, “The 
State Horse Racing Commission’s ap¬ 
proval of our York application enables 
Penn to move forward with construction 
plans for our 25,000-squarc foot leased 
site, located off Interstate 83 at the junc¬ 
tion of Route 30. 

“The York OTW represents the com¬ 
pany’s largest OTW project to date. . . 
Subject to regulatory approvals, Penn 
National is authorized, under the Penn¬ 
sylvania Racing Act, to open six OTWs in 
the state. Accordingly, we intend to con-

Redskins owner loses 
zoning bid for Lavirel stadium 

Plans for a new $ 160-million Wash¬ 
ington Redskins football stadium adja¬ 
cent to Laurel Park have been delayed—^if 
not defeated—by a zoning decision. 

An Anne Arundel County zoning offi¬ 
cial rejected the stadium plans in a ruling 
issued October 12, stating that the prop¬ 
erty is “too small for the proposed use.”

Laurel Park has created a new depart¬ 
ment to improve services for patrons and 
horsemen. 

Hospitality Services is being organized 
under the direction of the track’s co¬ 
owner Karin De Francis.

Novak’s New-est success 

Owner Everett Novak’s New Farm 
and trainer/advisor Ben Perkins Sr. have 
have had a whirlwind tour with 2-year- 
olds over the last few seasons—buying, 
developing and selling a number of 
standouts, including 1993 Sapling 
Stakes-G2 winner Sacred Honour. 

But Novak, proprietor of 105-acre 
New Farm in Markon, N.J., did not hesi¬ 
tate to break away from that mold when 
an opportunity arose last March. 

“Opportunity” comes in many forms, 
a number of which are already familiar to 
Novak, whose Unique Industries is the 
nation’s largest manufacturer of juvenile 
party goods (his firm owns the license to 
Barney the Dinosaur). 


In this case, it isn’t a purple prehistoric 
monster but a chestnut horse named 
Conveyor who has grown to megalithic 
proportions under Novak’s ownership. 

Offered for sale privately following the 
death of breeder Cloyce Box, Conveyor 
(Sharpen Up-GB—Lucky Lady Ellen by 
What Luck) had already proven his abili¬ 
ty, winning the 1993 Grey Lag Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G3 in track record time, 
and most recently finishing second in the 
1994 Gulfstream Park Budweiser Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Handicap-G2. 

Conveyor took awhile to hit stride af¬ 
ter joining Perkins’s barn as a 6-year-old 
last season. In fact, he was beaten a total 
of 55^4 lengths in his first three starts for 
New Farm. 

But his last two outings have been 
sensational: first, a commanding, six- 
length victory in the Alysheba Stakes at 
Meadowlands, then a heart-stopping up¬ 
set (as 25-1 longshot) in the Grade 1 
Meadowlands Cup Handicap on October 
14. 

Rallying from off the pace in the 
Meadowlands Cup, Conveyor barely held 
off a late charge from runner-up Personal 
Merit. The race, worth a half-million dol¬ 
lars, was a giant step up in class for the 
horse who nearly doubled his lifetime 
earnings—to $740,156—^with the 
$300,000 winner’s share of the purse. 

Novak, who was out of the business 
for many years after unsuccessfully cam¬ 
paigning cheap runners in the 1970s, ap¬ 
pears to be having the time of his life, 
along with his old friend Perkins. 

Only after Perkins Sr. agreed to make 
a comeback as a trainer did Novak re-join 
the owners’ ranks in the winter of 1993. 

Novak, whose Meritocrat won the 
Boojum Handicap-G2 at Belmont on 
October 9, was named TOBA owner of 
the month for October. Novak’s New 
Farm had 13 starters at Meadowlands 
during the month, and posted six wins, 
two seconds and two thirds with earnings 
of nearly $400,000. Novak and his wife 
Nancy, who is active in the operation of 
the farm, have about 30 horses in train¬ 
ing, in addition to ten recently-turned 2- 
year-olds. 

North Carolina breeder 

Bob Berger’s supreme experience 

Bob Berger, of Durham, N.C., cele¬ 
brated the high point in his ten-year ca¬ 
reer as a breeder when his colt by Gone 
West—Personal Glory by Danzig was the 
$400,000 sales topper at the 1994 


Keeneland April 2-year-olds in training 
sale. 

As it turns out, however, that was just 
the beginning of the story. Berger’s prod¬ 
uct—named Supremo—became a graded 
stakes winner with his victory in the Nor¬ 
folk Stakes-G2 on October 9 at Santa Ani¬ 
ta. The California-based star went on to a 
strong fifth-place finish in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile-Gl, in which he set the pace 
for the first three-quarters of a mile. 

Racing for a partnership known as The 
Thoroughbred Corp., Supremo has won 
or placed in four of his five starts, earning 
$218,850. He also has to his credit a sec¬ 
ond in the Del Mar Futurity-G2 and a 
third in the Balboa Stakcs-G3. 

Berger, an attorney who got involved 
with racing through Cot Campbell’s 
Dogwood Stable partnerships and was a 
member of the syndicate that raced Sum¬ 
mer Squall, has about a dozen brood¬ 
mares, whom he boards in Kentucky at 
Mill Ridge Farm (where Supremo was 
foaled) as well as Taylor Made Farm. 

He consigns most of his yearlings to 
auction, but keeps a few to race. Supremo 
was held back until the spring sale because 
he was late developing, according to Ber¬ 
ger, who sold Supremo’s half-sister (by 
Diesis-GB) at the 1994 Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember Yearling sale for $120,000. 

Berger bought Supremo’s dam Per¬ 
sonal Glory as a 3-year-old in 1990. Al¬ 
though unraced. Personal Glory comes 
from a family of outstanding runners: her 
dam Andover Way ($372,471, Top Flight 
H-Gl, etc.), a half-sister to graded stakes 
winner Darby Creek Road, produced as 
her first two foals Dynaformer ($671,207, 
Jersey Derby-G2, etc.) and White Bridle 
($132,868, Continent^ S, etc.). 

“I go for pedigree, you can see that,” 
commented Berger. Supremo is Personal 
Glory’s first foal. Her 1994 foal died at 
birth; she is due to foal this season to Sun¬ 
shine Forever. 

Ljoka runners leave their rivals 
in the dust 

To say that Dan Ljoka has made some 
savvy auction purchases would be an un¬ 
derstatement. 

The Medford, N.J., breeder/owner, 
who is semi-retired from the land devel¬ 
opment business, got into the horse busi¬ 
ness back in 1987, when he bought Frog 
Princess (Sensitive Prince—Greenaway by 
Arts and Letters) at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s 2-year-olds in training 
sale for $9,000. 
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Dkb./br., 1985, Affirmed—Cornish Colleen,by Cornish Prince 

Graded stakes winner and 
the only Affirmed in the Mid-Atlantic 

PERFECTING is a graded stakes winner by leading sire AFFIRMED, sire of PETESKI (horse of the year in 
Canada, $1,287,864), FLAWLESSLY (twice champion, $2,572,536), ZOMAN (twice champion, $1,006,899), four 

additional champions and a total of 50 stakes winners. 

PERFECTING won $190,869 solely in stakes and allowance company on the tough California circuit. He set a 
stakes record in the H/ie-mile Grade 3 La Jolla Handicap, and placed second in the 1%-mile Grade 2 Del Mar 
Derby (by a head).

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A stakes winner of $87,589, Frog 
Princess has produced as her second foal 
Ljoka’s homebred Proofs Prince, who 
captured the New Jersey Futurity on No¬ 
vember 11 at Meadowlands. Proofs 
Prince, by Ljoka’s own stallion Proof, has 
won or placed in six of eight starts at 2, 
earning $98,794. 

Meanwhile, Ljoka is still winning races 
with the gallant old campaigner Dusty 
Screen, whom he bought as a weanling 
for $9,500 at the 1988 Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky November Mixed sale. 

The day after the Futurity, Dusty 
Screen annexed the Pennsylvania Sprint 
Championship Handicap. He came back 
on November 29 to win an allowance race 
at Meadowlands, in a time that equaled 
the mile and 70 yard track record 
(l:39Vi). 

Dusty Screen won six races in a row, 
including the Grade 3 Salvator Mile, for 
Ljoka in 1993. That fall Ljoka sold the 
son of Silent Screen—^Azulejos by Buck- 
finder, and the now-7-year-old horse sub¬ 
sequently raced in California. 

But Dusty Screen failed to maintain his 
form for the other owner, and last fall Ljo¬ 
ka took the opportunity to buy him back. 
Since then Dusty Screen—returned to the 
care of Ljoka’s trainer John Pregman— 
has extended the number of consecutive 
wins for Ljoka to eight in a row. His life¬ 
time earnings are $345,806. 

Ljoka plans to continue campaigning 
Dusty Screen this season; his eventual goal 
is to stand the horse at stud in Maryland 
or Virginia in 1996. 

Ljoka owns a total of about 50 horses, 
including two stallions—Proof and Sun 
War Dancer—who stand at Walnford 
Farm in Allentown, N.J. His broodmares 
are boarded at Spring Run Farm in Med¬ 
ford, a 60-acre facility that Ljoka himself 
owned for some 13 years. He recently 
sold that farm to Sue and Chuck Cordell. 

Homeister awarded Eclipse 

New Jersey-based jockey Rosemary 
Homeister has been named to receive an 
Eclipse award as the nation’s outstanding 
apprentice—two years after the fact. 

In 1992, Homeister was runner-up to 
Jesus Bracho in the balloting for leading 
apprentice. But it was later discovered that 
Bracho had ridden professionally in his 
native Venezuela before coming to the 
United States. Bracho, who has been sus¬ 
pended indefinitely for falsifying his 
records, recently surrendered the Eclipse 
award. 



Homeister is the first woman ever to 
be the nation’s champion apprentice rider. 
During her championship season, she 
won 65 races at Monmouth and was the 
leading apprentice as well as finishing 
third in the overall standings, while riding 
nightly at Atlantic City. In her first Mead¬ 
owlands meet, she won 11 races in ten 
days until an accident left her sidelined for 
two months with a broken hip. 

“I really believe that if it weren’t for 
that spill, I would have won the award le¬ 
gitimately,” said Homeister, who is 
known for her positive attitude, and ef¬ 
forts to serve as a goodwill ambassador for 
the sport. 

Murphy returns to Atlantic City 

Jim Murphy has resumed his former 
post as CEO of Atlantic City, having re¬ 
signed as general manager of Sam Hous¬ 
ton Race Park in Texas. 

Julie Krone’s star comeback 

Noting that her “remarkable return to 
competitive racing epitomizes coura¬ 
geous spirit, ethic and passion to return 
to form,” the American Sportscasters As¬ 
sociation (ASA) presented jockey Julie 
Krone with its inaugural Comeback 
Award. 

Sponsored by the ASA along with 
Chubb Group of Insurance Companies 
and American Specialty Underwriters, 
Inc., the award carries with it a $5,000 
grant to a non-profit or educational insti¬ 
tution involved with sports medicine and 
rehabilitation of athletes. 

Meanwhile Krone’s career continues 
to reach new milestones. The Colts Neck, 


N.J., resident helped attract a record 
crowd at Sha Tin Racecourse in Hong 
Kong during a “Ladies Day” guest ap¬ 
pearance on October 15. 

“The Julie Krone show came to town 
and Sha Tin never saw a day like it,” re¬ 
ported the Hong Kong Standard^ while 
the South China Morning Post called her 
“an effervescent winning machine.” 

Croll owner of month 

Pennsylvania native Jimmy Croll, 
owner/trainer of horse of the year candi¬ 
date Holy Bull, was honored as the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders Associa¬ 
tion’s owner of the month for September.

Charles T. Berry Jr., a longtime 
Thoroughbred owner who in the 1970s 
campaigned Maryland-based Cormorant, 
sire of 1994 Kentucky Derby winner Go 
for Gin, died October 9 at age 79. A real 
estate investor and builder in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and surrounding areas. Berry 
served as president of his two construc¬ 
tion companies, English Village and 
Berry-Wright Construction Corporation 
... Joseph W. Burnham, Thoroughbred 
racing’s noted cinematographer whose 
collection of 25 years of color film of the 
Kentucky Derby and other races prior to 
the advent of tape is regularly used in 
modern-day TV network coverage, died 
October 23.

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Northern WoK’s 
1st foal to race 
is unbeaten 
in 4 starts. 
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Charles Town falls victim 
in expanded wagering war 

Owners announced shutdown 
after VLTs were rejected by voters 


T he owners of the Charles 
Town races have cried “Wolf!” 
with frequency in recent years. 
But this past November 8, the wolf 
came huffing and puffing at the door, 
threatening to blow the 62-year-old 
track into oblivion. On that date, 
voters of Jefferson County turned 
thumbs down on a measure to allow 
video lottery machines at the track. 

Keith Wagner, the track’s presi¬ 
dent, promptly announced that 
Charles Town would not seek racing 
dates for 1995. The track was pro¬ 
jecting a “negative cash flow,” or 
bottom line loss, of $1.3 million for 
1994, he said. Wagner and his co¬ 
owners had been banking on passage 
of the video lottery measure, which 
would have provided the track with a 
dearly needed source of additional in¬ 
come. 

Charles Town’s owners actually 
came close to getting what they 
wanted. The margin of defeat was 
only 538 votes, out of 8,286 tabulat¬ 
ed. Therefore, had 270 people voted 
differently, the result would have 
swung the other way, with Charles 
Town receiving the simple majority it 
needed. West Virginia law prohibits 
the measure from coming up for vote 
again until 1996. 

It is a fact that many of Charles 
Town’s horsemen cast ballots against 
the video lottery machines, a situa¬ 
tion that brought hard feelings on 
the track’s backside, ruining longtime 
friendships in some cases. A number

of frontside mutuel employees did 
the same—some went so far as to 
speak out publicly against video lot¬ 
tery passage. 

There is a hardcore element at the 
track that detests the regime of Wag¬ 
ner and his partners. Randy Funk- 
houser, president of the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, led opposi¬ 
tion to the video machines for five 
years; then, in the final week before 
the vote, the HBPA suddenly en¬ 
dorsed the enabling measure. Logic 
does not always prevail amid such 
chaos. The horsemen and mutuel 
clerks who socked it to Wagner and 
his partners via the ballot box also 
socked it to themselves. 

In truth, it’s amazing that Charles 
Town’s hung on for as long as it has. 
Never a wealthy operation, it has ex¬ 
perienced declines in attendance and 
handle for six straight years. Gross 
wagering peaked at $109.7 million in 
1988. In ’94, the live handle totaled 
well less than half of that figure. Even 
with the simulcasts from out-of-state 
tracks figured in (which are 50-cent 
dollars, really), Charles Town’s total 
handle this most recent season was 
about $65 million. 

Once the live racing season culmi¬ 
nated on December 11, simulcast¬ 
ing—from Calder, Hollywood Park, 
Santa Anita and Turfway Park—was 
scheduled to continue through De¬ 
cember 31. But that would cease 
with the turn of the New Year, for 


West Virginia law does not allow 
simulcasting unless live racing will al¬ 
so be contested during a 12-month 
calendar period. 

Purse distribution in ’94 averaged 
around $31,000 per day—making it 
hard for even the most successful 
Charles Town horseman to pay the 
bills. Dickie Moore, the track’s racing 
secretary, estimated there were still 
1,000 horses on the grounds at the 
beginning of December. 

The holidays usually make for a 
wonderful time in West Virginia’s 
Shenandoah Valley. The streets and 
stores of Harper’s Ferry and Martins- 
burg, and the town of Charles Town, 
are decorated in manners befitting 
the area’s heritage—^which extends 
well back into the 17th century, 
when main streets were often utilized 
as courses for impromptu race meets. 

More and more, though, the tip of 
West Virginia’s eastern panhandle is 
turning into a bedroom community 
for the Baltimore/Washington, D.C., 
corridor. A sizable portion of the 
“no’s” recorded on the video lottery 
issue were registered by newcomers, 
who see the machines as the advance 
guard for casino development, which 
is something they don’t want. 

One never made lots of money 
working at the Charles Town Races, 
but riches of other sorts have been 
enjoyed. Employees love where they 
live; they love working with each oth-

Small in numbers 
but big in heart 

A snapshot tour of North Carolina’s 
Thoroughbred horse community 

Story and photographs by Bill Mooney 


W HEN GiNNIE Moss TURNED 80, THE FOLKS IN SOUTHERN 
Pines, North Carolina, presented her with a bouquet of 
80 roses. “Lovely, so lovely,” was the lady’s response, 
and, five years later, that serves as an apt description of 
Ginnie’s ongoing, day-to-day routine. 

Ginnie is referred to by friends (and she has legions of them) as Miz Moss. 
This is not an attempt at political correctness. She was married to William O. 
(Pappy) Moss for 42 years. She’s been widowed since 1976, and “Miz” is sort 
of a halfway point between “Mrs.” (which is proper) and “Miss” (which among 
North Carolinians is a sign of courtly respect). Southern Pines boasts a popula¬ 
tion of just under 10,000, but mention Miz Moss and everybody knows who 


you’re talking about. 

Miss Virginia Walthour was born 
in Savannah, Ga., on October 8, 
1909. She moved to North Carolina 
when she married Pappy Moss on Ju¬ 
ly 30, 1934. What’s kept her in the 
Southern Pines area.> “What you 
see—the horses,” she said, a bit per¬ 
plexed that someone would find need 
to ask the question. Thoroughbred 
hunters, jumpers, those are Ginnie 
Moss’s passions. “1 monkeyed around 
the outskirts of racing, but never real¬ 
ly got into it,” she said. 

Pappy Moss, it is said, never had 
ambitions to own all of North Caroli¬ 
na—he wanted just the portions of it 
that bordered his property. Among 
his many legacies are the Walthour- 


Moss Foundation lands, established 
in 1974 in Sandhills (less than a mile 
north of Southern Pines). No motor¬ 
ized vehicles, ball playing or picnick¬ 
ing are allowed on the 1,800 acres of 
natural retreat. But equestrian en¬ 
deavors are encouraged, as are long, 
leisurely walks. Deer roam the 
grounds, as do raccoons and red and 
gray foxes, and if one looks carefully, 
red-cockaded woodpeckers (an ex¬ 
tinct breed in most places) can be 
seen nesting among the pines and 
dogwood trees. 

The Moore County Hounds— 
they were founded by Pappy, too. 
He, indeed, was the father of fox¬ 
hunting in the Southern Pines area. 


Ginnie was the hunt secretary. If a 
complaint was ever lodged in the 
field, Ginnie would listen politely and 
assure the plaintiff that the hunt com¬ 
mittee would give serious considera¬ 
tion to the problem. The committee 
had two members—Ginnie and Pap¬ 
py. The plaintiff would happily ride 
off, and the matter would be forgot¬ 
ten. 

Ginnie Moss’s memories remain 
sharp. “Oh, I loved those old days,” 
she said, “when all the roads in 
Southern Pines were made of sand, 
and men would drive their horse 
buggies up to mine and challenge me 
to keep up with them. Evenings, 
we’d entertain guests at dinner, then 
go catch the late show at Charley 
Piquot’s theater, which was done in 
the grand style with the balconies and 
plush seats.” 

The expression on her face became 
reflective. “Horses, the land. . .” Gin¬ 
nie said, as she became briefly lost in 
thought. “And, oh yes, the people. 
Don’t forget them. The people 
around here are as fine as you’ll find 
anywhere.” 

Dooley Adams: riding hero 

Dooley Adams’s Hall of Fame 
plaque at the National Museum of 
Racing tells you. . . well, not nearly 
everything there is to know about the 
gentleman. But it does contain lots of 
information about his riding career. 
Eight times (in 1946, and from 
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1949-’55), Adams was the leading 
steeplechase rider in North America. 
He rode three-time champion Neji, 
and two-time champion Elkridge. He 
won the Saratoga and Beverwyck 
Steeplechase Handicaps four times 
each, the Harbor Hill, Temple 
Gwathmey and Brook three times 
each, and the Grand National twice. 

Adams won 337 races at recog¬ 
nized tracks. Never once was he pe¬ 
nalized for a riding infraction. He 
went out a winner, booting Mrs. 
Phipps's Ancestor to victory in the 
Temple Gwathmey at Belmont Park 
on October 17, 1956. ‘‘Pd been rid¬ 
ing 15 years; Pd had over 20 concus¬ 
sions; 1 decided to hang it up and 
head to Florida,” Adams said. “1 was 
passing through Southern Pines, a 
gypsy heading south, when a wheel 
fell off my wagon.” The wheel was 
eventually fixed, but Dooley Adams 
decided to stay. 

Frank David Adams was born in 
Port Chester, N.Y.—he winces when 
he tells you that. Now 68, he’s living 
the autumn of his days in a log cabin 
at his Refugio Farms, within walking 
distance of the Stoneybrook Steeple¬ 
chase course. The cabin reminds one 
of an “uncurated” museum, filled 
with old racing programs, videotapes, 
newspapers, magazines, books and 
other mementos, stashed in indis¬ 
criminate piles. A replica of Adams’s 
Hall of Fame plaque sits on a kitchen 
shelf next to a tin of potato chips. 

“I won my first race over jumps in 
1942, at Agua Caliente,” Adams said. 
“1 was only 14, not old enough for a 
license, but they looked the other 
way. My sister, Joan Adams Wilk- 
ware, won a jumping race with pari¬ 
mutuel betting at ’Caliente in 1943. 
They’d contest a ‘Powder Puff Der¬ 
by’ there each year on the flat, with 
betting, and all the riders would be 
female. Then, the top four finishers 
in that event would ride against the 
top four male riders in a ‘Belles and 
Beaus’ race. You can look all of this 
up, and you’ll see that Pm telling it 
straight.” 

Adams rode flat races “a little bit,” 
and believes he could have ridden in 


them more if he “hadn’t weighed so 
much.” He tells people that the only 
thing he ever did on a horse was 
“hang on, and try not to get him 
beat,” but chroniclers of Adams’s 
heyday tell it differently. Save 
ground, save ground, save the best 
for last—that was Dooley’s strategy. 
(A contemporary and fellow Hall of 
Famer, Bill Hartack, tended to do the 
same in flat races.) 

“Escargot; he was a special horse,” 
said Adams. “Escargot was owned 
and trained by my mother, Mrs. 
Clara Elizabeth Adams, and I won 
seven races with him in 1954. My 
mother was the person who first 
called me ‘Dooley.’ I was five years 
old, but the name stuck. Dooley 
Adams, master of Refugio Farms in 
Southern Pines. Sounds better than 
just some guy from Port Chester, 
N.Y., eh?” 

One and only June Bug Tate 

The colt Jean Baptiste finished 
11th among 17 in the 1956 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. “It was the year Nee¬ 
dles won, and they tell me Pm the 
only person who ever started a North 
Carolina horse in the race,” said 
Lloyd P. Tate. “I was on the race 
track for 25 years—started at the top 
in New York, and worked my way 
down. Now Pm 68 and living just six 
miles from where I was born. Figura¬ 
tively, I guess, this is as far down the 
road as I got.” 

Ah, yes, but press him for details 
and Tate concedes that he’s been 
around. “I was at Hialeah when it 
was Hialeah; Delaware Park when it 
was Delaware Park.” Nicknamed 
“June Bug,” a moniker whose signifi¬ 
cance has been fogged away by time, 
Tate is now master of 100-acre Star- 
land Farm in Southern Pines, where 
he keeps jumpers and breeds Jack 
Russell terriers. 

“Not much Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing going on in North Carolina these 
days,” Tate said. “If we got pari¬ 
mutuel racing it might help some¬ 
what, but it would be cheap racing, 
dirt cheap. State’s much better off 
sticking to steeplechasing.” 



Ginnie Moss and Dooley Adams have 
each built their lives around horses— 
“Miz” Moss and her late husband 
Pappy are long-famous mainstays of 
the Southern Pines area where Hall of 
Fame rider Adams makes his home. 
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Tate remembers when North Car¬ 
olina had pari-mutuel greyhound rac¬ 
ing. “There was a track in Morehead 
City; it lasted four years. Then the 
state closed it down when the other 
towns began wantin’ dog tracks of 
their own.” 

Touring Tate’s den at Starland 
brings a bit of a history lesson. There 
are the photos of Jean Baptiste, “best 
horse I ever owned,” breaking his 
maiden at old Jamaica in New York, 
and winning stakes at Belmont and 
Saratoga. There are the gold julep 
cups from Keeneland, awarded to 
Tate for Fiji’s victory in the 1958 Al- 
cibiades Stakes and Court Affair’s tri¬ 
umph in the 1960 Phoenix Handi¬ 
cap. 

All these horses were trained at the 
original Starland Farm, which was 
much bigger—endowed with a one- 
mile training oval, for example. Tate 
sold the property some years back, 
and it has since been converted into a 
golf course. Meanwhile, Tate has dis¬ 
covered other pursuits, journeying to 
Montana and Wyoming each spring 
and fall to participate in cattle 
roundups. 

“But, 1 might put in a gallopin’ 
track once they get that track goin’ 
near Richmond,” Tate said. “1 
wouldn’t mind shippin’ in, runnin’ 
and then gettin’ out.” 

Small group of kindred souls 

Beth Muirhead is president of the 
North Carolina Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. Founded in 
1977, the NCTBA currendy has 65 
members, or thereabouts; nobody 
seems to have an exact figure. Muir¬ 
head, a charter member, is ser\^ing 
her second stint as chief executive. “1 
have been recycled,” she said. 

Muirhead is a person of no illu¬ 
sions. She and her husband, Alastair, 
are proprietors of Gretna Green 
Farm, which encompasses 120 acres 
near Hillsborough. “We have no 
pari-mutuel racing. We have no 
breeder incentive programs, state- 
supported or otherwise,” Beth said. 
“Very few foals are ever listed as 
North Carolina-breds, no more than 


50 or so a year, and 1 can’t provide an 
exact number concerning that, ei¬ 
ther. Most of our mares are brought 
to other states for their fbalings.” 

So, what does the NCTBA presi¬ 
dent actually do} 

“I am the association’s ‘mother 
figure,”’ said Muirhead. “1 make sure 
that people get their tickets for our 
hunt and steeplechase events. 1 res¬ 
cue all lost souls. I make sure that 
members come to our dinners and 
meetings.” 

Social gatherings are held in such 
places as the Colonial Inn, in Hills¬ 
borough, a town in the north central 
portion of the state, maybe an hour’s 
ride from the Virginia line. The 
Colonial Inn first opened in 1759, 
and dubs itself the oldest continually 
operating bed and board in America 
—its pine floors are original. General 
Cornwallis’s troops stayed at the Inn 
for several weeks in 1781, before 
marching to Yorktown (where “the 
world turned upside down”). 

Dining room specialties include 
roast turkey, counm^ baked ham with 
raisin sauce and yams. Entertain¬ 
ment, at NCTBA gatherings anyway, 
is provided by members such as Tom 
Teal, who has two stallions, Goldlust 
and Rock Point, who stand at Ed 
Stevens’s Rocketts Mill Farm in 
Doswell, Va. Teal races regularly at 
Maryland, New Jersey and Pennsyl¬ 
vania tracks. He does not include the 
phrase “no comment” in his vocabu¬ 
lary. 

Past the ostrich farm 

Teal’s a textbook, albeit one 
where the pages keep flipping. He 
will be giving someone directions to 
a distant training center, forget what 
he’s doing halfway through the exer¬ 
cise and then launch into a soliloquy 
about Sir Archie being “the founda¬ 
tion sire of the American Thorough¬ 
bred,” meanwhile leaving the listener 
in the midst of a right turn on State 
Road 903, within view of the bales of 
harv'ested cotton and the ostrich farm 
on the corner. . . but nowhere in 
sight of where he’s trying to go. 
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But reminders of North Carolina’s 
heritage do not escape Teal’s eye. 
He’s noted the location, for example, 
of a roadside historical marker com¬ 
memorating Sir Archie’s contribu¬ 
tions to Tar Heel sporting history. In 
1809, at the Scodand Neck course in 
Halifax, Sir Archie defeated Blank 
(the only loss the son of the imported 
Centinel ever suffered) in a pair of 
four-mile heats. The clocking for the 
first heat, 7:52, was the fastest 
recorded to that time for a race con¬ 
tested south of the James River. 

Never again did Sir Archie race. 
He went on, though, to sire over 400 
sons and daughters, including Timo- 
leon. Sir Charles, Henry, Marion, 
Bertram, Lady Lightfoot and Reality. 
Lexington was a great-grandson of 
Sir Archie; Man o’War, Gallant Fox, 
War Admiral and Native Dancer all 
traced their lineage to him. Sir Archie 
spent the last 17 years of his life at 
Mowfields Plantation in Northamp¬ 
ton County near Jackson, N.C. Up¬ 
on his death in 1833, he was buried 
at Mowfields—although nobody 
knows the exact spot. 

“Sir Archie’s stud fee at Mowfields 
was $50,” said Teal, “but during his 
seasons there he cleared $76,000 for 
the William Amis family. That was a 
fortune back then. What? Oh, yeah, 
you go past the ostrich farm to the 
end of the road where the pavement 
turns to dirt, and then ...” 

Doors are always open 

D. Earl Pardue is originally from 
Elkin, N.C., but he’s lived nearly four 
decades in the Burlington area. Dur¬ 
ing World War II, Pardue was a gun¬ 
nery officer on the U.S. battleship 
Missouri. The day of the Japanese 
surrender in Tokyo harbor, it was 
Pardue’s job to personally escort 
General Douglas MacArthur around 
the ship. “Got a good view of the 
surrender ceremonies,” Pardue said. 

Pardue is master of the 550-acre 
Brightwood Farm. Many years ago 
the land was owned by a wealthy 
New York industrialist named Bright, 
who used it for hunting, inviting his 
friends and clients on weekend deer 


and quail expeditions. But the 1929 
stock market crash and the ensuing 
Great Depression wiped out Bright’s 
fortune. The property changed hands 
several times in the ensuing decades. 
“When I bought the farm, I initially 
raised cattle,” said Pardue. “Then I 
purchased my first Thoroughbred 
mare in 1980.” 

The main house at Brightwood 
was once Mr. Bright’s hunting lodge. 
The front porch is a great place to. . . 
shucks... just to sit a spell, and watch 
the weanlings play in their paddocks 
as the seasons change, from the gold¬ 
en sunsets of summer to the fiery fo¬ 
liage of autumn, to the gentle quiet 
of North Carolina’s winter months. 

Pardue’s business background 
largely involves insurance and real es¬ 
tate. He is also a director of the First 
South Bank, and co-chairs the board 
of the Alamance Hospital Center. 
Alamance is also the name of a local 
creek, county, pre-Revolutionary bat¬ 
tlefield (where the Carolina Regula¬ 
tors were defeated by Tory forces in 
1771)—and of a gelding named Ala¬ 
mance, who through 1993 won 11 
races, placed in 17 others and earned 
$125,495. 

“We bred him, we raced him. He 
also has a full brother named Ala¬ 
mance County,” said Pardue. Behind 
him, adorning the wall of the den in 
the Brightwood house, was a photo

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of the filly Carolina breaking her 
maiden at Laurel on June 24, 1990. 
There were also numerous photos of 
the multiple stakes-winning filly Cut- 
lassee; and the filly Kerygma, who 
won nine stakes and earned 
$553,000; Pardue bred and raced 
both of them, as well. 

During the 1980s, Pardue got in¬ 
to organizing partnerships. Including 
spouses, the Brightwood Thorough¬ 
bred had 100 members at one point. 
“But I’m basically a pinhooker, now,” 
said Pardue. “Buy ’em at Keeneland, 
Saratoga and in Europe as weanlings, 
sell ’em as yearlings. I had a heart at¬ 


tack and bypass surgery in 1989, and 
I’ve had to slow down.” 

He does co-own one runner 
though, a filly named Elkin. “I’m 50- 
50 partners with Barclay Tagg; we 
purchased her last April at Keene- 
land’s 2-year-olds in training sale,” 
Pardue said. “She’s by Sovereign 
Dancer out of the Alydar mare Rita, 
who’s already produced several 
stakes-placed runners. We may have 
some fun with her.” 

The tone of Pardue’s voice be¬ 
came reverent. “We’re surrounded 
by superb universities—Duke, North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, Wake For¬ 
rest,” he said. “There are excellent 
medical centers. Burlington’s a big 
hosiery and textile center. AT&T and 
General Electric have major opera¬ 
tions here. And it’s all fused together 
by Interstates 40 and 85, eight-lane 
highways. 

“But agriculture’s still a mainstay. 
The soil’s good for tobacco, peanuts, 
corn, alfalfa—cotton if you go a little 
bit east. North Carolina is a progres¬ 
sive state, but it retains a rural tran¬ 
quility. We don’t have keys to our 
houses. The doors are always open.” 

A lesson on the elements 

Pam Robinson has spent 21 years 
teaching at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, achieving 
the faculty rank of associate professor 
of exercise and sports sciences. Her 
husband Jim is an electrical engineer 
with GTE. The Robinsons are also 
proprietors of 75-acre Brandywine 
Farm near Hillsborough. They 
founded the place in 1974, and built 
everything on it, including barns and 
paddocks, themselves. 

Her speech befits Pam Robinson’s 
academic background: articulate, suc-

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cinct, with a touch of bemusement. 
She and Jim are originally from 
Gallon, Ohio, and when queried as 
to whether they’d consider moving 
back there, Pam responded, “Well, 
we have cut down all these trees and 
put up all these fences. We are in¬ 
clined to stay here.” 

The inside of the Robinsons’ 
home includes living room walls 
adorned with Fred Stone paintings, 
and a banjo propped against the fire¬ 
place. Their surrounding property is 
populated by large flocks of geese 
and (by North Carolina standards) a 
sizable Thoroughbred population, 
including 23 mares, 18 yearlings and 
three stallions. Among the latter trio 
is My Favorite Moment, who is a 
graded stakes-winning son of Time¬ 
less Moment, and holds the track 
record for six furlongs at Los Alami- 
tos. 

Brandywine annually produces 
about a dozen North Carolina-breds, 
accounting for about 25 percent of 
the state’s foal crop. In quantity, this 
designates the Robinsons as North 
Carolina’s leading breeders. Why not 
have them dropped elsewhere.^ 


“We have four distinct, three- 
month seasons here,” said Pam, as 
though lecturing a university class. 
“It is not too hot in the summer, nor 
is it too cold in the winter. From the 
standpoint of raising horses. North 
Carolina is ideal.” 

The professor now looked a touch 
whimsical, which is always a good at¬ 
titude with which to finish oflP a lec¬ 
ture. “Besides, we’ve got 50 tons of 
hay in our barn,” Pam said. “That 
should last us until about March.” 

Science and art 

“Don’t know his name, or at least 
I can’t recall it off the top of my 
head,” said Dr. Karen Flipse. The ob¬ 
ject of her attention was a French 
dressage horse, who was clomping 
and splashing along in the “AquaCis- 
er,” at the Tar Heel Equine Clinic 
that Flipse operates with fellow vet¬ 
erinarian Jim Hamilton. 

Flipse describes the AquaCiser as 
“sort of a treadmill in a jacuzzi.” 
When in operation, its water level 
reaches well up a horse’s chest. 
“Ninety-five degrees. It’s like going 
to a spa,” said Flipse. “Every now and 


then a horse gets nervous and I have 
to clean the whole thing up, but they 
all eventually seem to like it.” 

The AquaCiser has 17 whirlpool 
jets. “Works really well for broken 
shoulders,” said Flipse. “This horse’s 
particular problem is suspensories. 
The machine relieves about 70 per¬ 
cent of the weight. I see it as much 
better for this sort of injury than 
swimming therapy, which tends to 
address an entirely different set of 
muscles.” 

Since earning her DVM at the 
University of Georgia, Flipse has 
spent 18 years in Pinehurst, N.C., in¬ 
cluding the last five at the clinic. The 
dressage horse caused a continual se¬ 
ries of small tsunamis in the AquaCis¬ 
er, accompanied by the rhythmic beat 
of a whip that Flipse kept tapping 
against the machine’s side. Outside, 
the late afternoon shadows were 
slowly lengthening from the groves

of pine trees. “Winter’s coming,” 
Flipse said. 

Piney paradise 

Shadows continued to lengthen as 
as manager Michael Cummins 
steered a visitor on a golf cart around 
Shirley Lathrop’s Longleaf Pine Farm 
in Southern Pines. “Fifty-one acres, 
but the whole place is laid out as an 
event course,” said Cummins. “You 
can train on it all year round, and 
even if it pours rain, an hour later 
you’d never know —that’s how fast it 
dries with all this sandy soil.” 

Cummins stopped his golf cart, 
tipped his hat back and leaned on the 
steering wheel. The expression on his 
face combined contemplativeness 
with awe. “The beauty and wonder 
of this whole area is extraordinary,” 
Cummins said. 

The Stoneybrook legacy 

The days of Stoneybrook Farm ap¬ 
pear numbered. Michael G. (Mickey) 
Walsh, who founded the farm a half 
century ago, died in August, 1993. 


His wife Kitty had passed away two 
years earlier. The six Walsh children 
have their own dreams—which don’t 
include collectively operating Stoney¬ 
brook, or the annual steeplechase 
meet that bears its name. 

For sale, 76 acres. “Our intention 
is to sell it to someone who wants to 
keep it a horse farm,” said Phoebe 
Walsh Robertson. Yep, but the best 
laid intentions are oft driven astray. 
More than one local developer thinks 
that Stoneybrook would be ideal for 
a pitch and putt golf course. Several 
of the Walsh siblings now live in oth¬ 
er regions of the country, and the on¬ 
ly way to share their father’s estate is 
to divest it. 

There are dissenters in the family, 
particularly among the Walsh grand¬ 
children. Grandson Kevin Cremins is 
a Thoroughbred trainer on the Mary¬ 
land circuit. “I wanted to be a 
steeplechase rider, but horses don’t 
like to carry 200 pounds,” he said. 
“I’m keeping five runners at Stoney¬ 
brook until the end of March, and 
then I’ll bring them to Pimlico.” 


Grandson Daniel McCollum re¬ 
mains based at Stoneybrook year- 
round, preparing jumpers for clients. 
“Love to keep this place,” he said, 
“but there’s no way that Kevin and I 
could afford it on our own.” 

In 1994, the Stoneybrook Stee¬ 
plechase was run for the 47th time on 
Saturday, April 16. The major benefi¬ 
ciary was, once again, St. Joseph of 
the Pines Hospital. Co-featured on 
the five-race card was the $15,000- 
added Michael G. & Kitty Walsh 
Memorial, at “about two miles over 
National fences.” The usual crowd of 
20,000 was on hand. 

“And it will be renewed again in 
1995,” said Phoebe Walsh Robert¬ 
son. 

Mickey Walsh was a classic New 
York Irishman. He came to Southern 
Pines with his wife, kids, a pony 
named Little Squire and the clothes 
on their backs. He made money in 
the early days, so people tell it, by 
betting that Little Squire could jump 
a six-foot fence. 

As recently as two years before his 
death, Mickey Walsh, though then in 
his 80s, would ride the Stoneybrook 
course every morning. Folks say that 
he was the kindest, gentlest man any¬ 
one would ever see. And that is say¬ 
ing a lot in Southern Pines. ❖

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Fall steeplechase season 
showcases top performers 


Ill-fated Warm Spell clinched 1994 earnings title 
with victory in Breeders’ Cup Grand National

E mphasis was on quality, rathkr than quantity, as the 
’chasers took to the fields for an action-packed autumn. 

The National Steeplechase Association’s fall program got off 
to an uncertain start with three cancellations: the $250,000 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase, the new $50,000 fall meet at Willowdale, Pa., and 
the Tryon Hounds, N.C., meet, which offered $35,000 in purses in 1993. In 
addition, plans for a December steeplechase stakes at California’s Hollywood 
Park were shot down at the 11th hour by the California Horsemen’s Benevo¬ 
lent and Protective Association. 


However, it was “all systems go” 
for 17 race meets—11 of which took 
place in the Mid-Atlantic region. A 
few of the more established meets 
even managed to increase their purse 
structures by sizable amounts. 

Most notable among these was 
New Jersey’s Far Hills race meeting, 
which supplemented its already rich 
$100,000 Grand National hurdle 
stakes with an additional $50,000 
from the Breeders’ Cup Fund. The 
whopping $310,000 card featured an 
unprecedented four stakes races: a 
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timber stakes, a 3-year-old stakes, a 
novice stakes and an open stakes. 

With most of the national champi¬ 
onships still up for grabs, that Octo¬ 
ber 22 meeting offered a peek at the 
creme de la creme in virtually every 
division. 

Taking center stage was the magi¬ 
cal triumvirate of Mistico (Chi), 
Warm Spell and Lonesome Glory. 
The three rivals’ batde for Eclipse 
award glory had gone on all spring 
and summer, producing some of the 
most breathtaking moments in 
steeplechase history. Mistico and 
Warm Spell were tied with two wins 
each going into this event; two-time 
champion Lonesome Glory had just 
one spring jump win and a run of bad 
luck to his credit. 

The Grand National was arguably 
the trio’s most scintillating matchup 
ever. Master McGrath (JefFTeter) set 
the tempo in this two and five-eighths 
mile, weight-for-age contest, dogged 
by Mistico (Craig Thornton) and 
Warm Spell (Chuck Lawrence). Jock¬ 
ey Blythe Miller settled Lonesome 
Glory a good ten lengths off the 
pace. One turn from home, Thorn¬ 
ton sent Mistico toward the leader; 
Lonesome Glory and Declare Your 
Wish (Joe Delozier) followed suit. 

Right there with them was Warm 
Spell, who proved unstoppable at the 
last. The resulting two and a half- 
length triumph catapulted Dr. John 
Griggs’s blaze-faced chestnut—a 6- 
year-old son of Northern Baby—to 
second on the all-time money earn¬ 
ers’ list. His new lifetime total: 
$457,964. 

Warm Spell’s win also clinched the 
1994 earnings tide—^with $210,375— 
and put Lexington, Ky.-based owner 
Griggs in contention for the leading 
owner title, right behind Augustin 
Stables. 

When the trio met again at the 
$100,000 Colonial Cup on Novem¬ 
ber 13 in Camden, S.C., it was for 
the last time. Lonesome Glory edged 
1992 winner Mistico by a neck in a 
thrilling stretch duel. But his victory 
was overshadowed by the demise of 
Warm Spell, who broke a shoulder

three fences from home and was sub¬ 
sequently humanely destroyed. 

On the international front, Penn¬ 
sylvanian George Strawbridge and his 
top-ranked Augustin Stables swept all 
three American legs of the fall Sport 
of Kings Challenge for novice 
’chasers, spring novice champion 
Irish Approach accounting for two of 
them. Perennial leading trainer Jon¬ 
athan Sheppard was—of course—be¬ 
hind all three victories. 

The winning streak started with 
1993 co-champion 3-year-old T.V. 
Gold in the fall series’ first leg, the 


$35,000 Arthur McCashin Supreme 
Hurdle on October 8 at the Morven 
Park Races near Leesburg, Va. Under 
regular rider Blythe Miller, the Java 
Gold gelding—one of a powerful 
foursome saddled by Sheppard in this 
race—outran a fast-closing Rowdy 
Irishman to claim top honors in the 
two and a quarter-mile feature. 

That race also marked the Ameri¬ 
can debut of Malcolm Jones’s Prid- 
well, a highly-regarded jumper from 
the yard of top British trainer Martin 
Pipe. The foreigner failed to fire, 
however, and plans to stay for the re-

maining American legs of the series 
were scrapped. 

Augustin interests rode with Irish 
Approach in the series’ next leg, the 
$50,000 Foxbrook Supreme Hurdle 
on October 22 at Far Hills. Irish Ap¬ 
proach, a 5-year-old son of Irish Riv¬ 
er, was taken straight to the front by 
jockey Craig Thornton and never 
looked back, besting Dusty Corners 
(Sean Clancy) by two and a half 
lengths. Victory in the third leg of 
the series, the $65,000 U.S. Champi¬ 
onship Supreme Hurdle on Novem¬ 
ber 5 at Columbus, Ga., came a little 
harder, Irish Approach defeating a 
sharp Bryan Station (Chip Miller) by 
a short head. 

Irish Approach was no stranger to 
the Sport of Kings series, but it wasn’t 
until last fall that he came into his 
own. 

While Sheppard entries thrived. 
Jack Fisher’s stable also hit the jack¬ 
pot consistently. The hot young rid¬ 
er/trainer from Monkton, Md., con¬ 
tinued to dominate the timber ranks, 
thanks largely to Saluter and South of 
Java, both owned by Ann Stern, of 
Richmond, Va. 

Virginia Gold Cup winner Saluter 
kicked off his fall campaign with a 
win in the $25,000 St. James Hunt 
Cup at the St. James Farm Races in 
Warrenville, Ill. Although he fell 
short in the International Gold Cup 
on October 15 near The Plains, Va. 
(Charlie Fenwick-trained Buck Jakes 
prevailed, with Pennsylvania amateur 
Anne Moran up), he rebounded to 
repeat his 1993 victory in the 
$40,000 Virginia Hunt Cup stakes at 
the Montpelier Hunt Races on No¬ 
vember 5 near Orange, Va. 

Fisher, his usual pilot, was sus¬ 
pended at the time due to erratic rid¬ 
ing in the Far Hills, N.J., Hunt Cup 
on October 22. Jeff Teter substituted 
for him in this race. 

Fisher’s other timber star. South 
of Java, was converted to timber just 
three weeks before the start of the 
season. Like his stablemate Saluter 
last year, this rookie romped in his 
debut “over the sticks” at Avon, 
N.Y.’s Sugarberry Races. The Sep- 
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tember 17 win was also a first over 
timber for South of Java’s rider, Eng¬ 
lish-born Simon Hobson. 

Though he finished second to Fire 
Sale in Morven Park’s October 8 tim¬ 
ber feature, South of Java went on to 
ace the $25,000 New Jersey Hunt 
Cup at Far Hills, vaulting Stern to 
third on the owners’ list, with a total 
of$155,145. 

Fisher was no slouch in the hurdle 
department, either. In between tim¬ 
ber forays, he sent Stern Will Stable’s 
Machete Road to the national 3-year- 
old title. A good third in the series’ 
first leg at the International Gold 
Cup on October 15, the bay Jungle 
Blade gelding sat out the Far Hills leg 
only to re-emerge, triumphant, in the 
Colonial Cup leg on November 13. 

The season had its downside, too, 
with a few key players strikingly ab¬ 
sent. Deaths prior to or during the 
season included those of noted own¬ 
er Jesse M. Henley; Mr. and Mrs. 
Irvin Crawford’s 1993 Supreme 
Novice Champion Motorcade; Warm 
Spell; and American steeplechasing’s 
eighth-leading money earner Steve 
Canyon, who had been retired. 

Also last fall, Victoria Schlesinger, 
Buder (Md.) trainer Charlie Fen¬ 
wick’s stable jockey and the second- 
leading rider of 1992, announced her 
retirement, as did Midwest circuit 
rider Kirk Griggs. And overseas, 
Michael Jackson’s incomparable Mor- 
ley Street—winner of two Breeders’ 
Cup Steeplechases—ran his last race. 

There were also plenty of special 
moments that will be remembered 
long after the trophies tarnish and the 
win pictures fade. One of those was 
Marylander Colvin Ryan’s comeback 
in the $40,000 Metcalf Memorial at 
the Monmouth County Hunt Races 
in Red Bank, N.J., on October 15. 

Though Ryan rode Michael Mur¬ 
phy’s Circuit Bar to a second-place 
finish behind Blythe Miller on Vir¬ 
ginia Kraft Payson’s newly-blinkered 
Darby Sky, their performance was re¬ 
markable considering Ryan’s bone- 
shattering injury at the Marlborough 
(Md.) point-to-point only six months 


earlier. Circuit Bar, too, enjoyed a re¬ 
turn to peak form after a string of less 
than stellar performances. 

Ryan and Circuit Bar teamed up 
again on November 5 to take Mont¬ 
pelier’s $30,000 Noel Laing brush 
handicap by storm. The win was an 
especially popular one, given the 
duo’s long absence from the winner’s 
circle. 

Then there was Baltimore school¬ 
girl Danielle Brewster, who broke her 
maiden under NSA rules in the fea¬ 
tured All Hallows Eve open claimer 
at the Fair Hill Races on October 30. 
The 17-year-old booted Arthur 
Arundel’s Lefroy home two lengths 
ahead of highly-regarded Sassello, 
giving the veteran ’chaser his first 
sanctioned win since 1990. 

Another rider who enjoyed a ban¬ 
ner season was Blythe Miller, daugh¬ 
ter of Pennsylvania trainer F. Bruce 
Miller, of Lonesome Glory fame. For 
the second straight year, she had the 
champion jockey title clear in her 
sights. It didn’t hurt that many of her 
rides came aboard the Sheppard- 
trained entries of Augustin Stables. 

Three-time champion JefFTeter tallied 
his 200th career victory aboard 
Victorian Hill at Foxfield (right), and 
later posed in winner’s circle with 
owners Mr. and Mrs. Henry Stern and 
trainer Jack Fisher following Saluter’s 
triumph in the Virginia Hunt Cup. 


Chief among her opponents last sea¬ 
son was another Pennsylvania rider 
(and trainer’s child), Sean Clancy, 
who was named aboard many of 
trainer Jack Fisher's top jumpers. 
Craig Thornton, 1992 riding cham¬ 
pion, was a force to be reckoned 
with, too, as he piloted other Shep¬ 
pard horses to key victories. 

Two riders achieved significant ca¬ 
reer milestones during the fell season. 
Three-time champion Jeff Teter 
joined forces with American steeple¬ 
chasing's all-time leading money 
earner Victorian Hill for his 200th 
victory, which occurred in the Daniel 
Van Clief Memorial Handicap at 
Foxfield (Va.) on September 25. On 
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a roll since Saratoga, the Christiana, 
Pa.-based rider went on to record 
many more wins, not the least of 
which was another stunner aboard 
William Lickle’s redoubtable “Vic” in 
the $25,000 Champion Hurdle 
Stakes at Virginia’s International 
Gold Cup races. 

Veteran jockey George Sloan of 
Nashville, Tenn., made steeplechas¬ 
ing history when he surpassed Rigan 
McKinney’s 147 lifetime wins to 
notch a new amateur record at the 
Morven Park (Va.) races on October 
8. Sloan is perhaps best known as the 
driving force behind the international 


Sport of Kings Challenge novice se¬ 
ries; his riding successes have been di¬ 
vided between the U.S. and Great 
Britain for many years. 

Other highlights included Word 
of Honor’s dominance in the Bow¬ 
man Bowl at the Fairfax (Va.) 
Steeplechase Races on September 24; 
Ky. Mint Julep’s upset in the featured 
Chronicle Cup at the Virginia Fall 
Races on October 1; Alice Dear’s 
narrow victory in the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion steeplechase on the same date; 
Vast Master’s timber double at Sug- 
arberry (N.Y.) on September 17 and 
Genesee Valley (N.Y.) on October 8; 


and Jamaica Bay’s solid triumph over 
Tarsky and Buck Jakes in the Penn¬ 
sylvania Hunt Cup on November 6. 

No winner was declared in the 
Southern States Triple Crown Tim¬ 
ber Championship, a Virginia-based 
series with legs at Fairfax on Septem¬ 
ber 24, the International Gold Cup 
on October 15, and Montpelier on 
November 5. However, Common¬ 
wealth Stables’ 1991 national timber 
titlist Gus’s Boy—the lone series 
nominee in the last leg—accrued the 
most points for the second consecu¬ 
tive year and was rewarded with a 
$2,500 bonus. ❖

er; and they love their litde track. All 
of this was in jeopardy as the ’94 holi¬ 
day season approached. 

On November 14, management 
sent the employees a 60-day termina¬ 
tion notice (as required by federal law 
for a company Charles Town’s size). 
A December 12 auction, giving 
horsemen the opportunity to divest 
of their stock (including race horses 
and lead ponies), was cancelled when 
the HBPA agreed to pay expenses for 
keeping the barn area and racing sur¬ 
face open through December 31. 
The cost was $2,500 per day, with an 
option through March 15, although 
it’s doubtful that funds could be ob¬ 
tained for that length of time. 

Meanwhile, frames were being in¬ 
stalled on the track’s clubhouse and 
grandstand windows so they could be 
boarded up. Otherwise, they’d be 
easy targets for bricks, and while 
anger is understandable, little Charles 
Town has already suffered enough in¬ 
dignities. 

Should Charles Town become his¬ 
tory, it will not be the first track in 
the area to do so. Sitting only a quar¬ 
ter-mile away are the ruins of its once 
thriving sister, Shenandoah Downs. 
Its racing surface has been used for 
training for nearly 20 years, but with 
Charles Town closing, Shenandoah’s 
crumbling facilities will finally suc¬ 
cumb to the status of a ghost town. 

Bowie, in neighboring Maryland, 
has been dark now for nearly a 
decade. Bel Air, Cumberland, Hager¬ 
stown, Marlboro, all once mainstays 
on Maryland’s old half-mile circuit, 
are gone. So is historic Havre de 
Grace, Dover Downs in Delaware, 
Liberty Bell in Pennsylvania . . . the 
list is depressing, and truly tugs at the 
heart. 

It’s difficult to discern how many 
jobs might be lost if Charles Town 
does permanently close—the number 
tossed around most frequently is 
1,000. A race track, of course, gener¬ 
ates an enormous cash flow within a 
given area, perhaps as much as $100 
million annually in Charles Town’s 


case, and coming up with an alterna¬ 
tive is not easy. 

There is light, albeit flickering. 
The town of Ranson, which borders 
Charles Town, has made some noises 
about purchasing the track, although 
that’s considered a longshot at best. 
Sam Huff, president of the West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classics, is looking for 
investors to purchase the track. 
“There are people sincerely interest¬ 
ed, and we’re moving as fast as we 
can,” Huff said. 

Wagner et al paid $13 million for 
Charles Town more than a decade 
ago. That’s what they put in, and 
that’s what they want to get back. 
Huff, for one, doesn’t fault them for 
that attitude. But the clubhouse roof 
leaks. Little money has been spent on 
barn area maintenance during the 
past decade. Investors might be will¬ 
ing to pool $13 million to buy 
Charles Town. But would they be in¬ 
clined to spend another $5 million to 
$10 million in repairs that the track 
needs? 

In Chambersburg, Pa., an hour’s 
ride from Charles Town, there is an 
OTB parlor owned and operated by 
Penn National Race Course. At the 
Cracked Claw restaurant near Freder¬ 
ick, no more than 45 minutes from 
Charles Town, there is an OTB facili¬ 
ty operated by Laurel/Pimlico. 

West Virginia has no OTB parlors. 
Its cross-state sister. Mountaineer 
Park, does not simulcast Charles 
Town’s races. Neither does the 
Wheeling dog track. Wagner believes 
that video lottery machines would 
have brought Charles Town to the 
break-even point—but no farther. 

Huff likens the closing of the track 
to a long-suffering marriage that’s fi¬ 
nally fallen apart. There isn’t any one 
specific reason for the demise—“un¬ 
less it’s sheer ‘uncooperation,’” he 
said, “between management, horse¬ 
men, the unions, you name it.” 

It’s hard, really, to accept what’s 
happening. But Huff is not the sort 
to go gently into that good night. “I 
don’t know what the time-frame is,” 
he said. “But Charles Town will open 
again.” ❖

Concern, from the all-star stable of 
owner/breeder Robert E. MeyerhofF and 
trainer Richard W. Small, achieved the ul¬ 
timate—a victory in the Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl which, with its $3 million 
purse, is the most lucrative Thorough¬ 
bred race in the U.S. 

And George Strawbridge’s homebred 
Tikkanen was nearly as impressive, cap¬ 
turing the next-richest race on Breeders’ 
Cup day, the $2-million Turf-Gl. It was 
the second Grade 1 score within a one- 
month span for Tikkanen, who tri¬ 
umphed in the Turf Classic-Gl on Octo¬ 
ber 8 at Belmont. 

Colonial Affair gave a memorable fi¬ 
nale, winning the Jockey Club Gold Cup- 
Gl, which was to be his final appearance 
before entering stud this season in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Soul of the Matter, having recuperat¬ 
ed from the tough Triple Crown trail, ran 
the race of his life in winning the Super 
Derby-Gl. 

Paradise Creek fulfilled great expec¬ 
tations in the Washington, D.C., Interna- 
tional-Gl, scoring in stakes-record time 
for the mile and a quarter distance. 

Cigar, from the prominent stable of 
owner/breeder Allen Paulson, emerged 
as a major talent with his victory in the 
NYRAMile-Gl.

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Norquestress has answer 
in Blue Mountain Futurity 

It never occurred to Don Saville that his homebred filly 
wouldn’t reach her reserve at the 1994 Ocala spring Z^year-olds in 
training sale. So when the bidding stopped at an unthinkable $25,000, 
he brought her back north to race for his own stable. Heavenly Acres 
Farm. And he thought, “Now what?” 


The West Virginia'based trainer had 
not nominated the Pennsylvania-bred 
juvenile, named Norquestress, to the 
November 27 Blue Mountain Futurity 
because he was sure she’d be long since 
sold for a good price. After all, her half- 
sister by Copelan had sold for $65,000 
at the Calder 2-year-old select sale the 
year before. And that filly, Wonderlan, 
broke her maiden at Saratoga and was 
graded stakes-placed, which gave Nor¬ 
questress an attractive catalog page. 

Saville was not about to give away 
the promising third generation of his 
broodmare band for peanuts. He’d bred 
and raced Norquestress’s dam. Why Jan 
(by Noble Title), who won 28 races, in¬ 
cluding 12 stakes, and earned $308,440. 
Why Jan’s dam. Why April (by Why 
Lie) produced 11 winners from 12 foals, 
two of them stakes horses for Saville. 

Saville shipped Norquestress to 
Philadelphia Park and Monmouth, 
where she had five green, off-the-board 
starts last summer. In her sixth outing, 
she won a maiden special; then she was 
third in an allowance race. In her 
eighth start, she registered in allowance 
company. 

After that mid-November victory, 
Saville thought, “Why not?” He ponied 
up $10,000 to supplement the daughter 


of Norquestor to the Blue Mountain at 
Penn National, her ninth career start. 
Norquestress paid him back handsome¬ 
ly with an easy win in the richest re¬ 
newal ever, $77,000 total purse. The 
race was boosted this year to $50,000- 
added, from $30,000, and supplemen¬ 
tary nominations were raised from 
$5,000 to $10,000. Regular nomina¬ 
tions, of course, were $25 in April, $50 
in July, $100 in September and $200 to 
pass the entry box. 

Finishing second in the Blue Moun¬ 
tain was a Pennsylvania-sired filly. 
Flight of Joy, by Nepal out of Oblivious 
Star by Star de Naskra. Flight of Joy has 
never been worse than third in five 
starts, and races for the estate of her late 
breeder Don Tesauro (Cinemod Sta¬ 
ble). Third was Danzig for Kisses, by 
Danzig’s son Corridor Key out of Pay in 
Kisses, by Explodent. A maiden, she 
races for owner/breeder Patricia Brun- 
stetter. 

Saville now is mulling sales versus 
race decisions for Why Jan’s 1993 and 

1994 foals. The 2-year-old is a colt by 
Melodisk, Alydar’s son who stands at 
Heavenly Acres Farm in Kearneysville, 
W.Va. The yearling is a filly by Danzig 
Connection. Why Jan is in foal for 

1995 to Spend a Buck. 


Saville sends his mares for foaling at 
the Pennsylvania farm of Peter Alexan¬ 
der, near Lancaster. This spring he is 
awaiting babies by Silver Buck, Cru¬ 
sader’s Sword and Melodisk. He owns a 
share in Norquestor, but will not have a 
foal by him in ’95. 

Meanwhile, he’s more than happy to 
have Norquestress in his 12-horse rac¬ 
ing stable. “Pennsylvania has a super 
good breeders’ program, and the two 
tracks have treated me very well,” Sav¬ 
ille reports. 


“These things happen in funny 
ways,” muses Russell B. Jones, breeder 
of the 1994 Pennsylvania Futurity win¬ 
ner Carolina Blues. 

As with Don Saville, the breeder of 
the filly who won the distaff futurity, 
Jones found himself—to his surprise 
—in an enviable position. He’d sold 
Carolina Blues as a short yearling at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s February sale 
at Timonium for $2,500. That he even 
had the colt to sell in the first place, 
however, is a story in itself. 

“I owned his granddam. Oak Wand,” 
explains Jones, who with brother 
Richard and partner Michael Hemon 
manages Walnut Green, a bloodstock 
service in Kennett Square. Oak Wand 
was the dam of stakes winner Never 
Cye, who scored in seven of 13 starts. 
Jones sold Oak Wand in foal to Verba¬ 
tim; the subsequent foal was Genra, 
dam of Carolina Blues. 

“When I saw Genra go through a 
sale three years ago, carrying a foal by 
Mari’s Book, I went to the ring just to 
look at her. I didn’t intend to buy her, 
but she was going for $1,500, so I felt I 
had to,” Jones says. Genra was a bad 
cribber, so he kept the colt and gave her 
away—to nearby trainer Jonathan

Success builds upon 
success for breeder 
George Strawbridge 

Over a quarter-century of breeding, mares come and mares 
go, their names forgotten save for mention on pedigree pages. In George 
Strawbridge Jr.’s program, however, the names of two mares come to 
mind frequently when he watches a homebred win a stakes race. 


Fast Approach and Royal Dilemma: 
“Absolutely, they were our foundation 
mares,” says Strawbridge, whose recall 
of the matrons is both fond and com- 
plete. This encyclopedic knowledge of 
their contributions is understandable, 
considering Strawbridge and his Au' 
gust in Stables have bred more than 35 
stakes winners and raced more than 50, 
with quite a few tracing to the mares 
bought almost 25 years ago. Straw- 
bridge’s first homebred stakes winner, 
in fact—Summer Fling—was Fast Ap¬ 
proach’s second foal. 

The legacy started, says the 57-year- 
old sportsman, in 1971, when he went 
to the select yearling sales. “I’d only 
been racing in steeplechases prior to 
that, with much of the racing done by 


Sheppard, who bred two fillies by Great 
Above from Genra before selling her 
open this spring with Jones as agent. 

Although Carolina Blues is a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred, he raced everywhere but 
in his home state in his first ten outings. 
He ran third in his debut at Aqueduct 
in April, then led all the way in a maid¬ 
en special at Belmont, only to get beat¬ 
en a neck. He wired the field several 
starts later at Delaware Park, was 
claimed for $30,000 in October at Lau¬ 
rel, and moved into allowance compe¬ 
tition for new owner/trainer John Alec- 
ci, who is based in Maryland. 

Alecci saw the colt fade from the 
front, to record two seconds and a third 
in three starts, the last—finally—at 
Philadelphia Park, which earned a 
breeder’s award for Jones. His frontrun¬ 
ning style and game finishes were a per- 


me... with, um, mixed success,” he says 
wryly. “We’d bought horses to be 
jumpers, with the idea that they’d be 
tried on the flat if need be. But in 1971, 
we went to the sales with the opposite 
in mind.” 

He came home to Cochranville, Pa., 
from Saratoga $100,000 poorer, with 
three young horses (actually four—one 
loser isn’t bad), all of whom would 
stamp themselves indelibly on his rac¬ 
ing program, though in very different 
ways. 

Northern Fling was one, a Northern 
Dancer colt who won Grade 3 stakes 
and went on to sire Grade 1 stakes win¬ 
ner Yankee Affair, earner of 
$2,282,156. He also sired First Ap- 


fect set-up for the seven-furlong futuri¬ 
ty, so Alecci took advantage of Jones’s 
nomination and entered Carolina 
Blues. 

Carolina Blues took home $40,965 
of the $68,274 purse. Jones receives 20 
percent as the breeder of a non-Penn¬ 
sylvania-sired winner. Finishing second 
was Bristling, a gelding by Broad Brush 
out of Carrie’s Dream by Stop the Mu¬ 
sic, bred and owned by Mrs. Eugene 
Weymouth and trained by her hus¬ 
band. Third was Carlos Cruz, a Settle¬ 
ment Day gelding out of Our Best Turn 
by Best Turn, bred by Tom and Cather¬ 
ine Charles, owned by Richard Mc¬ 
Bride and Bob Reber Jr., and trained by 
Steve Rowan. 

“It’s an honor to have bred a horse 
good enough to run in, and win, this 
race,” says Jones. 


proach, winner of 14 races and 
$332,898. 

First Approach is out of another 
1971 yearling purchase. Fast Approach. 
“I bought Fast Approach to race, but 
she only made one start and had an ac¬ 
cident, so I bred her. She had such a 
wonderful family that her race record 
didn’t concern me inordinately,” says 
Strawbridge. 

The third yearling was Cafe Prince, 
who won two Eclipse awards as a 
jumper after an inauspicious career on 
the flat. So extraordinary did Cafe 
Prince become late in life, he landed a 
berth in the National Museum of Rac¬ 
ing’s Hall of Fame. 

“And it all began because I got brave 
and started to buy yearlings to race on 
the flat,” muses Strawbridge, whose lat¬ 
er purchases, of course, included the 
young French mare Reiko, dam of 1994 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl winner Tikka- 
nen. As the 1970s unfolded. Cafe 
Prince afforded Strawbridge little satis- 
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faction at first, hardly affirming the wis' 
dom of the decision to buy for flat rac¬ 
ing. “He showed very little ability on 
the flat, and only won two. But over 
fences, which we had to try, he proved 
to be a brilliant jumper, a great hurdler, 
with enormous endurance and certainly 
great speed, at least compared to the 
other jumpers of his time,” Strawbridge 
says. 

In 1977 and 1978, Cafe Prince se¬ 
cured his place in the record books, 
with trainer Jonathan Sheppard taking 
Augustin Stables to the top of the mon¬ 
ey-winning ranks of the National 
Steeplechase Association, a crest they 
still ride as all-time leaders. 

“Fortunately, I found Jonathan and 
he found me,” says Strawbridge of a 
two-decades-old relationship that has 
led to many other stakes winners on 
both flat tracks and steeplechasing 
courses. For all of the heady moments 
they’ve shared, however, Strawbridge 
relates a low point, one that illustrates 
why the owner and trainer have re¬ 
mained together in a business that can 
have a revolving door. 

“Jonathan had found us an expen¬ 
sive horse named, truly, George. I 
couldn’t be at Delaware Park for his first 
race because I had to attend a wedding, 
but first chance I got, I called to see how 
he’d done. Jonathan said he’d had to be 
pulled up. I said, ‘Whatever for?’ And 
he told me George had bowed in both 
front legs. Then he said, ‘It was all my 
fault. He was the soundest horse I’ve 
ever seen, but I put bandages on him, 
and I put them on too tight.’ He didn’t 
have a story, or an excuse, like so many 
other trainers might have said. He just 
told me straight out what had hap¬ 
pened. And I was so taken with his 
honesty. It’s how he does things, and 
it’s why I have horses in his bam.” 

The two have similarly pragmatic 
approaches to the financial end of the 
sport. Although Strawbridge is clearly 
well-off—he sits on the boards of 
Campbell Soup, Meridian Bank, and 
Delaware Trust—he appreciates a bar¬ 
gain as much as any man. “When I first 
came to Jonathan, he had some horses 
to sell. But he had two prices: higher if 
the horses left his stable, lower if they 
stayed with him. Naturally, I kept the 


horses in his care,” says Strawbridge, 
with a laugh. 

Over the years, they have eked every 
bit of talent from their runners, 
whether homebreds or purchases, by 
trying them on dirt, turf, and over 
fences. Irish Approach, son of First Ap¬ 
proach and grandson of matriarch Fast 
Approach, is a good example of their 
system of “convertibility.” 

At 3, the Irish River (Fr) colt was 
very backward. At 4, he was still strug¬ 
gling on the flat, says Strawbridge, win¬ 
ning a few races but no black type. At 5, 
in 1994, “He got terribly interested in 
racing because we gave him jumping 
experience. He matured, filled out, and 
went from winning a maiden race at 
Saratoga straight to group competi¬ 
tion.” Irish Approach was second in the 
Grade 3 Seneca Handicap. A daughter 
of First Approach, Alice Springs, won 
the popular Grade 2 Matchmaker 
Stakes—and a season to Black Tie Af¬ 
fair (Ire)—at Atlantic City in 1994 as 
well. 

And what of Strawbridge’s other 
foundation mare. Royal Dilemma? His 
friend and advisor, Marshall Jenney, 
says the 1971 Buckpasser mare “was an¬ 
other lucky thing from the ’70s.” Pur¬ 
chased privately from the Phipps fami¬ 
ly, the daughter of champion Queen 
Empress produced one stakes winner af¬ 
ter another. And her daughters, in turn, 
have joined Strawbridge’s breeding pro¬ 
gram. Cor Anglais produced the stakes- 
winner Palana, by Gulch, who will be 
bred for the first time in 1995. “His 
broodmare band is full of fillies who 
could run,” says Jenney, who foals most 
of Strawbridge’s mares at his Derry 
Meeting Farm in Cochranville, near 
the Strawbridge home. 

“But I look for gameness as well as 
ability,” says Strawbridge of his ongoing 
additions to the broodmare ranks. 
“Reiko and Annie Edge (dam of cham¬ 
pion Selkirk) fit that description per¬ 
fectly by transmitting heart to their 
foals. One who has not is Trevita (Ire), 
who was a splendid race mare, but a 
huge disappointment as a broodmare.” 

His 1995 foal crop will include ba¬ 
bies by Forty Niner, Selkirk, Gulch, 
Storm Cat, Danzig, Silver Deputy and 
Irish River. Most will be Pennsylvania- 


breds, a status that helps pay the bills 
for Augustin Stables. Through Octo¬ 
ber, breeder, stallion (from the prema¬ 
turely deceased Northern Fling) and 
owner awards in the state’s incentive 
program totaled nearly $25,000. 

“Pennsylvania has a good, solid pro¬ 
gram. The advantage for me in foaling 
in the state, instead of, say, Kentucky, 
is that 1 can watch my horses grow up, 
in addition to having so many opportu¬ 
nities to watch them run here,” says 
Strawbridge. 

He foals one or two mares every year 
in Canada as well, at Windfields, for 
the Canadian division of his racing sta¬ 
ble. An Augustin juvenile. Saint’s 
Leader (bought as a yearling by Straw¬ 
bridge’s Canadian trainer Mac Ben¬ 
son), was a candidate for Canadian 
championship in his division. 

“In the last 25 years, the whole em¬ 
phasis of our racing program has 
changed,” says Strawbridge. “We’re 90 
percent on the flat now, and it’s be¬ 
come a huge business for me. It takes a 
lot of time and concentration, and 
there are so many ramifications because 
we rely so heavily on our breeding pro¬ 
gram. But it’s fun. And we can always 
use jumping as an outlet for horses who 
don’t work out on the flat.” 

Strawbridge means that “we” quite 
literally. When Augustin horses have 
finished their competitive careers, he or 
his wife Nina use them as foxhunters. 
“My wife is very keen on hunting, and 
all of the horses she rides are ex-race 
horses,” says Strawbridge. “This really 
extends our definition of convertibility, 
I suppose.” 

Hunting is what launched his racing 
stable decades ago, so Strawbridge’s in¬ 
terests have come full circle. “My great¬ 
grandfather, my grandfather, and father 
all hunted, so it was a natural progres¬ 
sion for me to race timber horses, and, 
later, as you know, to concentrate on 
flat racing. 

“And I’ve never regretted my deci¬ 
sion to breed to race. It’s given me 
tremendous satisfaction, and I don’t 
mean simply the Breeders’ Cup win. 
Over the years, starting with Summer 
Fling’s stakes win at Delaware Park in 
the Open Fire, each horse stands out 
for me.”

Sir Archie: Then and now 

by Tom Teal 


S everal months ago, while driving 
through the town of Jackson in eastern 
North Carolina, I spied a new establishment 
named the “Sir Archie Restaurant,” and a 
sign proclaiming this to be the “Home of the 
Northhampton Jockey Club.” 

I was intrigued, as I had read the won¬ 
derful book The Life and Times of Sir 
Archie (by Elizabeth Amis Cameron Blan¬ 
chard and Manly Wade Wellman, The Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina Press, 1958). Just 
that day 1 had twice driven by the commem¬ 
orative roadside plaque stating that Sir 
Archie, the foundation sire of the American 
Thoroughbred, was buried one mile to the 
north. As I stopped and looked at the sign, 1 
thought here was a story that needed to be 
told: about a hotbed of horse racing in 
southeastern Virginia and northeastern 
North Carolina in the early 1800s, about a 
bay horse named Sir Archie who lived there 
then, and about Sir Archie’s impact on the 
American Thoroughbred. 

In fact, were it not for Sir Archie, there 
would be no Bold Ruler, Raise a Native or 
Northern Dancer sire lines today! 

Our story (much of it gleaned from The 
Life and Times of Sir Archie) starts in 1798, 
when agents for Col. John Hoomes bought 
and imported to Virginia the first Epsom 
Derby winner, Diomed, then 21 years old. 
Having won this prestigious race, he had 
been given ample opportunity at stud in 
England and by then was said to be a “tried 
and proven bad foal getter.” 

Hoomes’s friend and partner Col. John 
Tayloe III had imported some mares from 
England at about the same time. In August, 
1799, the Tyne arrived at a Virginia port 
with six British horses for Tayloe, including 
the 2-year-old filly Castianira. Her sire was 
Rockingham, of the King Herod line, and 
her dam Tabitha descended from King 
Herod’s great son Highflyer. 
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Diomed spent one season at Hoomes’s 
Bowling Green in Caroline County, Va., 
then was sold to Thomas Goode and Miles 
Selden, and stood his next season at 
Selden’s estate Tree Hill. 

Castianira, meanwhile, won only one 
race. After producing one foal for Tayloe, 
she was turned over to Capt. Archie Ran¬ 
dolph, of Ben Lomond in Cumberland 
County, Va., below the Appomattox River, 
to breed on shares. In the spring of 1804, 
Castianira, now blind, was bred to 27-year- 
old Diomed. Tayloe named her colt Sir 
Archie, in honor of his friend Archie Ran¬ 
dolph. 

Sir Archie changed hands several times 
before his first race, and was owned at one 
point by Ralph Wormely. Wormely had 
gone sour on racing and in August had run 
an advertisement in the Fredericksburg 
Herald stating, “being determined to quit 
the turf I offer for sale the following horses 
which may be purchased with or without 
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their engagements, very low for cash, or on 
good terms and twelve months credit. . 

He named four horses for sale, including Sir 
Archie, and his ad concluded: “Sir Archie is 
engaged in the great sweepstakes at Fair- 
field next October.” 

No purchaser came forward for Sir 
Archie, though many felt he would make a 
splendid showing. Wormely, while waiting 
for a buyer, felt ambitious enough on his 
own account to enter him in the Washington 
Sweepstakes, two-mile heats, to be run be¬ 
fore the Fairfield meeting in Richmond. As 
the horse business is now, it was also then: 
Sir Archie came down with distemper, also 
called then “bastard strangles.” Wormely, 
not wanting to forfeit the money he had al¬ 
ready put up, chose to run Sir Archie any¬ 
way. He was not in good condition from his 
bout with strangles and looked poor going 
to the post. He finished nowhere. 

Sir Archie was led back to Prospect Hill 
for further training and improved somewhat 
before he went to Richmond for the Fair- 
field Sweepstakes. The day of the contest 
found him still in poor flesh and far below 
his best form, especially in light of the fact 
that it took three four-mile heats to deter¬ 
mine the winner. 

The first heat started with seven horses. 
Sir Archie was nowhere in the first or sec¬ 
ond heat, but in the third heat was a comjjet- 
itive third, though there were only three 
horses left. True Blue, a North Carolina 
colt, won the race. He was owned by 
William R. Johnson, called by many the 
“Napoleon of the Turf.” 

During the three heats at Fairfield, John¬ 
son had been watching another man’s 
horse—the unhappy Sir Archie, who had 
made no figure in the first two heats but had 
run some in the third. It was plain to John¬ 
son how Sir Archie might perform when he 
was right. Knowing Sir Archie had been of¬ 
fered for sale in August, Johnson sought out 
Ralph Wormely, and paid $1,500 on the 
spot for the losing colt. 

Johnson, who had started 63 horses in 
the past two years with True Blue being his 
61st winner, told his groom that what Sir 
Archie needed just now was a season of 
coddling and conditioning. Back to Warren- 
ton, N.C., rode Col. William Johnson, the 
groom leading Sir Archie along with victo¬ 
rious True Blue. 

Sir Archie surfaced the next spring for 
the annual Post Stakes at Fairfield track. His 
main competition in the field was Miles 
Selden’s Wrangler. V/hen Sir Archie won 
splendidly. Col. Selden and others couldn’t 
believe the change. The two Diomeds were 
matched again the following week at New¬ 
market Course, northwest of Petersburg. 
Wrangler turned the tables on Sir Archie in 
the first heat, winning decisively. 


The second heat featured Sir Archie 
fighting Wrangler every step of the way and 
coming up along the home stretch to what 
looked like a tie. The judges pondered and 
argued before awarding the second heat to 
Wrangler. Johnson immediately challenged 
Selden and Wrangler to a single heat of four 
miles for a substantial side bet. Selden de¬ 
clined. 

Johnson took his new favorite back to 
Warren County, N.C., for a summer of fur¬ 
ther conditioning and training. Sir Archie 
continued to improve. 

Confidently, Johnson entered him for 
the Fall Jockey Club Purse at Fairfield, an 
extremely competitive race of four-mile 
heats. Bad luck plagued Sir Archie again, as 
a few days before he was to leave for Rich¬ 
mond he ran away with his exercise rider 
and pulled up limping. Unlike Wormely a 
year before, Johnson would not run Sir 
Archie if he were not right. Johnson depart¬ 
ed with the rest of his string, leaving Sir 
Archie behind with instructions to bring 
him on if he showed unexpectedly fast re¬ 
covery. Within days he had recovered, and a 
groom followed Johnson’s main party with 
Sir Archie on a halter, arriving in Richmond 
before race time. So decisive was Sir 
Archie’s victory over Wrangler, Rattray, 
Tom Tough and Minerva in the Fall Jockey 
Club Purse, he was declared the winner af¬ 
ter only one heat. 

Another big event was the Belfield meet 
in Greensville County, just above the North 
Carolina border, passed by Johnson and Sir 
Archie on their way home from Richmond. 
Johnson did not enter Sir Archie there, but 
watched a crack field beaten brilliantly by 
the favorite Blank, the talented charger of 
Gen. Stephen Carney. Johnson immediately 
challenged Carney’s horse in Sir Archie’s 
name. 

Two weeks after Blank’s day of glory at 
Belfield, he and Sir Archie were brought to 
Scotland Neck in Halifax County, N.C., to 
run four-mile heats against each other. No 
other horse seemed so gifted as to be en¬ 
tered against these paladins of the year. 
Johnson appeared more confident than ever, 
having written a friend, “I would match Sir 
Archie against any horse for $5,000 or 
$10,000, four-mile heats,” knowing that he 
was the best horse he had ever seen. No¬ 
body was inclined to dissent from that judg¬ 
ment, save possibly Gen. Carney, owner of 
Blank. 

A banner crowd of Virginia and Caroli¬ 
na enthusiasts lined the course at Scotland 
Neck. In the first heat Sir Archie was said to 
have won the way he wanted, by a little 
more than a length. The judges compared 
their watches and Sir Archie had run the 
fastest four miles ever, south of the James 
River (7:52). The second four-mile heat was 


a repeat of the first: Sir Archie maintained a 
one-length margin and was never extended. 
He simply did what was needed to win, and 
no more. This was a trademark of the way 
Johnson trained his horses. 

No one knew at the time, but this was to 
be his last race. On the record. Sir Archie 
had lost three races and won four. That did 
not begin to tell the true story of his perfor¬ 
mance. At his best. Sir Archie had shown 
himself to be so much better than anything 
else on four legs that the competition was 
no competition at all. 

After his race at Scotland Neck, Johnson 
sold Sir Archie to William R. Davie for 
$5,000, for breeding purposes. Davie took 
him to New Hope Plantation in Halifax, 
N.C., for his first year at stud—1810. John¬ 
son leased him for 1811 to stand in Warren- 
ton, and in 1812 he was leased to William 
E. Broadnax, in Brunswick County, Va. For 
1813, 1814 and 1815, Sir Archie was back 
at New Hope in Halifax; in 1816, he was in 
Nottoway County, Va., leased to Edmund 
Irby. 

After being moved around like a piece 
of furniture. Sir Archie went in 1817 to 
Mowfield Plantation, owned by William 
Amis. At Mowfield in Northhampton Coun¬ 
ty, N.C., Sir Archie found a home. 

Amis, who had long wanted Sir Archie, 
took the horse as payment for a gambling 
debt. By the time he arrived at Mowfields, 
everyone knew of his ability as a sire. His 
offspring included at least 164 sons and 225 
daughters. He was said to have been treated 
like royalty for the rest of his life. In 1833, 
at the time of Sir Archie’s death, William 
Amis computed that Sir Archie’s stud fees, 
after deduction of purchase price and all ex¬ 
penses of keep, had profited him $76,000. 
He declared as much, and it was entered in 
the American Turf Register of February, 
1833.

N ineteen-ninety four was a 
year of extreme highs and 
lows for West Virginia's Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding industry. 

While the prospective closing of 
Charles Town race track raised grave 
concerns about the future, a colt 
named Soul of the Matter established 
himself as the best West Virginia-bred 
runner in history. 

So it was with great pride that 
members of the West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders Association paid 
tribute to Soul of the Matter, his breed¬ 
er/owner Burt Bacharach, and local 
handlers Vinnie and Suzanne 
Moscarelli at the WVTBA's annual 
meeting and awards ceremony, held 
October 30 at the Cliffside Inn in 
Charles Town. 

Soul of the Matter (Private 
Terms—Soul Light by T.V. Commercial) 
earned distinction while competing in 
many of the nation's most prestigious 
races last season. He won the Grade 1 
Super Derby and San Felipe Stakes- 
G2, and finished second in the Lexing¬ 
ton Stakes-G2 and third in the Pirate 
Cove Stakes. 

The West Virginia-bred colt also fin¬ 
ished a game fifth after a troubled trip 
in the Kentucky Derby-Gl, and con¬ 
cluded his 3-year-old season with a 
creditable fourth-place finish behind 
Concern, Tabasco Cat and Dramatic 
Gold in the Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl. 

Soul of the Matter, who was foaled 
and raised at the Moscarellis' Country 
Roads Farm near Charles Town, has 
won or placed in eight of ten lifetime 
starts, earning $851,750.

Two-year-old filly: Evil's Pic (by Pic- 
colino—Evil's Sister by Medieval Man); 
bred and owned by Ted Shapiro. 

Evil's Pic, never worse than second 
in her four sfarts, triumphed by 17 
lengths in Delaware Park's Everget 
Stakes and came back to a decisive 
victory in the Tri-State Futurity (2nd 
div.). She amassed $45,753 during her 
2-year-old campaign. 

Older filly: Cavada (b.f., 1991, by 
Verification—Run Princess by Screen 
King); bred and owned by Bebe R. 
Dalton. 

Cavada, whose sire Verification 
stands at Naylee Farm in Summit Point, 
W.Va., ranked among the best 3-year- 
old fillies in the country last season. She 
won three added-money races, the 
$100,000 Florida Oaks and the Sun- 
coast and Gasparilla Stakes, placed 
second in the Thomas J. Malley Stakes 
and third in the Cotillion Stakes-G2, 
and Monmouth Oaks-G2.

I ncluded in this section arc pedigrees and pertinent data on 
123 Thoroughbred stallions standing at stud in the Mid-At- 
lantic region. 

Statistics arc not complete through the end of 1994, but arc 
accurate at least through November 15, 1994 (stud records 
through November 30). Statistics, as furnished by Bloodstock 
Research, Inc., Daily Racing Farm and/or The Jockey Club, in¬ 
clude results from North America, England, Ireland and France. 
Foreign statistics for countries other than England, Ireland and 
France arc included when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thorou£fhbred has adopted the following 
criteria for black-type qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in boldface capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in stakes appear in bold¬ 
face upper and lower ease letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or fourth in graded stakes, 
as defined by International Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower ease letters. 

4. Addcd-moncy races run on or after January 1, 1985, as 
defined by International Cataloguing Standards, carry one of 
the following letter suffixes: 

G (1,2 or 3)—Graded stakes of any value 
L—Stakes with a value of $50,000 or more. Beginning in 
1991, an “L” race may not be a restricted race. Prior 
to 1991, any ungraded race with added money value 
of $50,000 or more was considered a listed race. 

O—Stakes with a value of $25,000 to $49,999 
N—Stakes with a value of $24,999 or less 
R—Stakes races run under restrictions limiting entries as 
to state where bred, location of sire, previous earnings, 
etc., are designated R, in addition to the appropriate 
letter listed above. 

Abbreviations: ntr-new track record, ner-new course record, 
nAr»ncw American record, nCr*ncw Canadian record, 
nwr-new world record. An “e” substituted for “n” means 
“equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of the dam appears in 
parentheses following the name of the stakes horse. 


Dosage 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. Steve Roman, preemi¬ 
nent authority on the dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed or stamina based 
on the chefs-de-race, or influential sires, in its pedigree. 

“‘Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five aptitudinal groups 
(Brilliant, Intermediate, Classic, Solid and Professional) cover¬ 
ing the spectrum (from left to right) of speed to endurance. We 
assign a total potential value of 16 points to each generation. 
Since there are, progressively, one, two, four and eight sires in 
the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which appear among these sires 
will contribute 16, 8,4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied in the appropriate 
aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ which confer two aptitudinal charac¬ 
teristics have their points split between the two aptitudes. In the 
end, the total points in each column produce the Dosage Pro¬ 
file, a series of five numbers which reflect the relative propor¬ 
tions of each of the five aptitudes in this order: Brilliant-Inter¬ 
mediate-Classic-Solid-Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing (Brilliant points + In¬ 
termediate points + the Classic points) to points in the stami¬ 
na wing (V 2 the Classic points + Solid points + Professional 
points) is the Dosage Index. (Dividing the stamina points into 
the speed points.) This number is directly proportional to the 
speed in a pedigree and inversely proportional to the stamina. A 
DI of 1.00 indicates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as points spaced equally 
along a linear scale where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid is - 1.00 and Profes¬ 
sional is -2.00, the DF allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale corresponding to the to¬ 
tal combined influence of all ‘Chefs’ in the peigree. Calculation 
of the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice the Brilliant 
points) + (Intermediate points) - (Solid points) - (twice the Pro¬ 
fessional points) and dividing that number by the total points in 
the DP. An exact balance of speed and stamina yields a CD of 
0 . 00 .”

PEDIGREE CROSS INDEX 


This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcrpss his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the 
names of sires and dams included within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 1994 Stallion Directory. 

Example: ALIBHAI - Deputed Testamony, Hail Emperor, Mr. Meadow, Proud Truth, T.V. Alliance 

In the above example, Alibhai appears In one of the first 3 generations of all of the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Bull Lea or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may 
want to breed her to a stallion with Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of a Northern Dancer--Bull Lea nick. By looking up 
"Northern Dancer" in this index, he can quickly see all the stallions in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of 
the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeders’ mare is a granddaughter of *Nasrullah, he may wish to inbreed to that superior stallion and thereby get more 
of *Nasrullah’s makeup in the foal. By checking "*Nasrullah" In the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions 
that have *Nasrullah in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeders’ mare is already inbred or llnebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of *Princequillo in her first 4 genera¬ 
tions for example. The breeder may want to make sure the stallion he choses for his mare has no *Princequillo or no *Princequil- 
lo close up in his pedigree. By looking up "*Princequillo", he can see the stallions in this register he should avoid for this mare.
